WILL FORM A GAS TRUST 


Standard Oil Company to Control a 
Brooklyn Combination. 


MR. ROCKEFELLER NEARING HIS GOAL 


The Plans for Consolidation to be 


Submitted to Holders of Gas 
Stock Early Next Week 
for Their Action. 


It was learned yesterday that all of the 
gas companies in Brooklyn are soon to be 
merged into one concern, to be controlled 
by the Standard Oi Company. The prin- 


cipal men in the new syndicate are H. H. 
Rogers, Heber R. Bishop, brother-in-law 
of D. O. Mills; Benjamin Brewster, Will- 
fam Rockefeller, Collis P. Huntington, and 
Camille Weidenfeld. Moore and Schley of 
this city, it was said, were the fiscal agents 
of the transactions. 

The effort to form in Brooklyn what many 
people will no doubt call a Gas Trust has 
been under way, off and on, for years. Ten 
or 2 dozen years ago Messrs. Rockefeller 
and Rogers obtained control of the Fulton 
Municipal Company. 

The first attempt to combine all the 
Brooklyn gas companies was made eighteen 
years ago. It was defeated by the People’s 
Gas Company. A few years later, another 
effort at combination was made, but was 
defeated by the Brooklyn Gas Company. 
Four year ago the third attempt was made, 
but fell to pieces by almost mutual consent. 

Then J. Edward Addicks appeared on the 
scene, and he tried to consolidate all the 
Brooklyn gas companies. The Standard Oil 
interests, which by that time controlled the 
Fulton Municipal and People’s Companies, 
defeated his purpose, and he finally with- 
drew from Brooklyn, after losing, it has 
been calculated, about $800,000. Mr. Ad- 
dicks bought at high prices about $200,000 
of Brooklyn Gas, about $440,000 of Metro- 
politan Gas, and became the largest indi- 
vidual owner in the Fulton Municipal. He 
bought stock in all the companies, and 
secured control of the Brooklyn and the 
Metropolitan Companies. Finding he could 
not succeed, he sold out all his stock and 
left the field. His stock was bought, as is 
generally understood, by the Rockefeller- 
Rogers syndicate. 

For some time Mr. Rockefeller and his 
friends in the Standard Oil Company have 
controlled the Fulton Municipal, the Peo- 
ple’s, the Metropolitan, and the Williams- 
burg Companies. Mr. Huntington and Mr. 
Weidenfeld have controlled the Citizens’ 
Company, and David G. Leggett and his 
friends have controlled the Nassau Com- 
pany. The Citizens’ Company has recently 
taken in’ the Union Gas Company of the 
Twenty-sixth Ward. But, while Mr. Rocke- 
feller and his friends have for some time 
owned a majority of the stock of the four 
companies above named, they have not 
until. very recently been able to acquire 
the two-thirds of the stock which it is nec- 
essary for them to own, under the law, be- 
fore they can transfer or merge their com- 
panies into a central concern or trust. In 
the Fall. of 1894 President .Ludlam.of. the 
People’s Gas Company turned over, at $85 
per share, cash, a large block of the stock 
of that company to the New-York Guaranty 
and Indemnity Company, whence it passed, 


as is understood, into the control of. Mr. 
William Rockefeller and his Standard Oil 
associates. 

The Rockefeller syndicate has quietly 
been picking up stock of all the Brooklyn 
gas companies since the first art 
of the gas war in the Summer of 1804. hat 
War cost the companies $500,000 in pipe and 
$1,000,000 in shrunken profits. In round 
figures, 3,5000,000,000 cubic feet of gas were 
sold during the rate war at a decrease of 
30 cents per 1,000 cubic feet from the pre- 
vious ruling price of $1.25.. The war began 
in August, 1893, and ended in December, 
1894, when the Presidents of all the com- 

anies came together, made a defensive al- 
iance, and restored the old rates. 

The steady buying of the Rockefeller- 
Rogers syndicate during the last six months 
has caused a gradual advance in the price 
of all Brooklyn gas stock, the average ad- 
Vance at present being 40 per cent. above 
the price last Summer. Mr. Huntington and 
Mr. Weidenfeld first became interested in 
the Citizens’ company when Charles G. 
Francklyn went into that company with 
his new plan for making gas. 

The President of one of the largest of the 
Brooklyn gas companies said yesterday that, 
while the plan for the proposed gas trust 
had been drawn, it had not yet been actual- 
ly submitted to the stockholders and Di- 
rectors of the companies. The plan, he 
said, was likely to be formally proposed 
to the stockholders of at least one of the 
companies early next week. 

This plan provides for a general merging 
of interesis, as in the case of the Sugar 
Trust. Holders of existing stock are to 
sell part for cash, and are to get for the 
rest, if they prefer, stock in the new com- 
pany. Large savings will be effected by 
eee eatng plants and forces of employes 
and by abandoning duplicate pipe systems 
in the same territory. 

The practical advantage of the scheme 
to the Standard Oil Company is briefly as 
follows: The Standard, by owning all the 
companies, can sell millions of gallons of 
oil to be used in making gas. Since the 
Standard got an entrance into the Brooklyn 
gas field the process of making gas from 
coal has been abandoned, first by one com- 
pany and then by another, until now only 
one company—the Brooklyn—makes gas 
from coal. All the rest use naphtha, which 
is a Standard Oil Company product. 

Gen. James Jourdan, President of the 
Fulton Municipal Gas Company, was seen 
by a reporter for The New-York Times, at 
his home, on Staten Island, last night. 
When asked if the Brooklyn gas companies 
had been consolidated he replied: 

“Tf there is any consolidation I do not 
know of it.” 

The General said there had been several 
attempts during the past ten years to con- 
solidate the companies, but all had failed. 
For the last three or four months there 
had been practically little done in that di- 
rection, for a combination of reasons, one 
of which was the appearance of a gentle- 
man owning stock in several of the compa- 


és. 

He said he hoped consolidation would be 
effected, and had no doubt but the effort 
toward that end would continue, but so far 
as he knew there was no organized move- 
ment. There had been meetings and con- 
ferences of two or three officers or stock- 
holders of the companies, and plans had 
been discussed, but everything might yet 
fail, as it had so often before. The great 
difficulty was to get the consents of the 
thousands of separate stockholders to give 
up their present holdings for the new stock. 

He had always been an advocate of con- 
solidation, he said, believing it would be 
of advantage to the owners of gas stocks 
and to the community as well. All gas 
men had been too busy with efforts to pre- 
vent legislation hostile and ruinous to gas 
companies during the past two months, to 
give any time to plans for consolidation.

COULD DESTROY BRITISH VESSELS 


Indian Head Tests Show that the ‘Thirteen- 
Inch Guns Could Wreck the English 
Armored Cruisers with Ease. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—The thirteen- 
inch gun was fired at an eighteen-inch Car- 
negie plate to-day at Indian Head to se- 
cure a comparison of the damage created 
by its 1,100-pound projectile and the 850- 
pound shell of the twelve-inch rifle, the ob- 
ject being to demonstrate that the new bat- 


tle ships should be armed with the larger 
guns. 

A Holtzer shell from the twelve-inch gun, 
in an acceptance test of the eighteen-inch 
side armor of the Oregon, was fired May i at 
the same plate that was used to-day with a 
muzzle velocity of 1,026 feet per second and 
a striking energy of 21,885 foot tons. It 
cracked the plate from top to bottom, yet 
destroyed but one of its twenty-six armor 
bolts, the projectile penetrating ten inches 
and then going to pieces, its point welding 
into the plate. ‘Vhis shot was fired with a 
velocity corresponding to the maximum 
striking velocity procurable from the twelve- 
inch gun at 1,300 yards range, which is 
estimated to be about the distance which 
would probably be chosen by battle ships 
in action. 

The same conditions of velocity at 1,300 
yards distance were observed to-day with 
the thirteen-inch gun, the initial velocity 
to its 1,100-pound Wheeler Sterling solid 
steel shot being 1,942 feet per second, or 18 
feet greater than in the case of the twelve- 
inch gun, but the striking energy reached 
the enormous figure of 28,800 foot tons. 

The shot struck in the right half of the 
plate, breaking it in four pieces, and buried 
itself in the sand bank behind the plate, 
where upon recovery it was found to be 
broken to pleces, the head whole, but some- 
what fused at the point. The heavy oak 
backing behind the plate was completely 
demolished by the terrible energy of the 

ow. 

This clearly demonstrated the superior- 
ity of the thirteen-inch gun over the twelve- 
inch weapon for the same range, and the 
ordnance officers present claimed it showed 
that no armor in existence could keep out 
the thirteen-inch projectile at 1,300 yards. 
This, however, concededly depended on the 
projectile, as the next shot evidenced. A 
Wheeler-Sterling semi-armor-piercing shell 
similar to the preceding one, but hollowed 
out to contain a fifty-three-pound charge 
of-explosive, was aimed near the base of 
the armor, where the plate tapered to 15.6 
inches in thickness, the same velocity be- 
ing used. The plate met with similar dis- 
aster, breaking and letting the shell through 
after it had penetrated seven inches. 

The shell broke up; all its fragments 
went through, and were found in the sand 
behind. 

Experts, however, are not prepared to ac- 
cept to-day’s performance as conclusive 
proof that thirteen-inch shells have yet 
been found to demolish eighteen-inch plates 
or even plates of less thickness. The ar- 
mor attacked to-day had already stood the 
strain of two acceptance shots from the 
twelve-inch rifle and one from the thirteen- 
inch gun, and two of these shots had split 
the plate through and through. As the 
dimensions of the plate were 16% feet long, 
7% feet wide, 4 feet of which was 18 inches 
thick, then tapering to 8 inches at the edge, 
there was no such exhibition of tenacity 
as would be looked for in a whole plate. 
The tremendous energy of a shot from the 
thirteen-inch ‘“‘ peacemaker” is not doubt- 
ed, but it is claimed that the comparatively 
insignificant penetration of the shells to- 
day before ‘the overstrained plates gave 
way and let them through is significant. 
Nevertheless, no doubt remains that. the 
thirteen-inch guns of the Massachusetts, 
Indiana, and Oregon could speedily de- 
stroy any war ship afloat in the world to- 
day, and that the great~battle ships of the 
Majestic and Magnificent class. now build- 
ing in England, with their belts of nine-inch 
Harveyized armor, would not. last.any time 
if American gunners aré skillful. 


MAY OPEN A bRESSMAKING SHOP 


Mrs. Alfred Jammes Defeats Murray 
Hill Residents, 


’The aristocratic residents of West Thirty- 
Seventh Street will have to suffer the in- 
dignity of having a shop in their neighbor- 
hood, under a decision of the General Term 
of “the Supreme Court. 

Some time ago Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Jam- 
mes bought the house at 4 West Thirty- 
seventh Street, and converted it. into a 
store, to be used by Mrs. Jammes as a 
dressmaking establishment. When the 
neighbors learned of this a fight was 
started to prevent such a desecration of 
the district. Mrs. Harriett Clark of 7 West 
Thirty-seventh Street led in the movement 
against the dressmaker. She got an in- 
junction from Judge Beach in the Supreme 
Court to restrain the Jammes’s from thus 
using the building for business purposes, 
alleging that under an agreement made in 
1846, the dwellers in the vicinity covenanted 
that no building on the street should ever 


be used for anything except as a private 
dwelling. 


The Genera! Term held that the require- 
ments of the convenant is fulfilled by the 
character of the building, and any occu- 
pant, who may leave the building in the 
general character of a private dwelling 
does not seem to viclate the restrictions. 


JAMES LYON GIBSON KILLS HIMSELF 


He Was a Cousin of the Late Senator 
Gibson, 


NEW-ORLEANS, May 17.—James Lyon 
Gibson killed himself in Audubon Park this 
morning. He came from one of the most 
prominent families in Louisiana, and was a 
son of Major A. C. Gibson and a first cousin 
of the late United States Senator Randall 
G. Gibson of Louisiana. 

He was married March 6 to Miss Mary R. 
Shoemaker, a cultivated and beautiful wo- 


man of Cincinnati, the niece of M. M. Shoe- 
maker. The marriage was quite a society 
event in that city. Mr. Gibson was for two 
Eeere at the West Point Military Institute, 

ut owing to his father’s death did not 
finish his course. 

He held an important appointment in 
Washington Territory during President 
Cleveland’s first term. Financial troubles 
and health are given as the cause of the 
suicide. 


MORE WORKINGMEN MADE HAPPY

NOT TRACT SOCIETY'SCARE 


Has No Legal Responsibility for Acci- 


dents to Workmen on Its Building. 


SO NEED NOT AID MELVIN'S FAMILY 


Its Object the Dissemination of the 
Gospel and Literature of Christ, 


Secretary Shearer Says— 


Help from Others. 


Michael Melvin, a plasterer’s assistant, was 
accidentally killed Thursday afternoon by 
falling through a hoistway in the new build- 
ing of the American Tract Society, now in 
course of erection at)» Nassau and Spruce 


Streets. He left a wife and three young 
children unprovided for. 


As this building is being erected by a 
purely benevolent society, at a cost of over 


$1,000,000, in order to make money for the 
purpose of spreading Christianity through 
the distribution of tracts, there was natu- 
rally some curiosity shown yesterday by 
those who had read of Melvin’s death to 
know if the members of this rich corpora- 
tion had made any move toward assisting 
the unfortunate man’s widow and family, 
or had been informed as to their needy con- 
dition, 

The Rev. George L. Shearer, Financial 
Secretary of the American Tract Society, 
when informed by a reporter for The New- 
York Times of the condition of Melvin’s 
family and asked what assistance the so- 
ciety ‘would extend to Mrs, Melvin, said: 

“‘I don’t know anything about Melvin. He 
was not employed by the American Tract 
Society, but by a contractor, and there 
is an explicit stipulation in our contract 
with all contractors that the society shall 
not be held in any wise responsible for 
accidents to the workmen. If we were to 
assume such responsibility we would not 
be able to put up any building.” 

“But might not the society stretch a 
point in a case of this kind and do some- 
thing for Melvin’s family?” asked the re- 
porter, ‘‘or is the society not a benevolent 
institution? ’”’ ; 

“The American Tract Society,” replied 
Mr. Shearer, ‘“ was organized for the pur- 
pose of disseminating the Gospel and liter- 
ature of the Lord Jesus Christ by such 
means as Christians may approve. Another 
thing about Melvin. He was not killed 
while at work, but during the noon hour. 
I cannot see why the society should be 
called upon in such a case. It is presumed 
that the workmen in the building are pro- 
tected by proper safeguards.” 

“How much is the society’s new building 
to cost?”’ asked the reporter. 

“Something over a million dollars.- There 
will be a heavy mortgage on it.» The exact 
estimate is $1,050,000.. The society expected. 
to occupy the building this month, but the 
labor. strikes delayed its construction and 
also prevented us from renting a good deal 
of it this year.”’ 

Melvin’s comrades did not stop to con- 
sider whether or not they were legally or 
morally ; responsible: for his death, but, -at 
once thought of doing what they could out 
of their scanty wages for his widow and 


children, 


As a matter of fact, the reason why Mel- 


‘vin was at work during’the noon-hour, was 


because the ‘plasterers have the use of 
the elevator for hoisting their materials 
only during that hour, and consequently 
go-to dinner an hour later than the work- 
men engaged on other parts of the building. 
A piece of. galvanized iron pipe, with 
Pieces, roughly. soldered. on onck end, at- 
tracted the attention of. those who passed 
by the huge building nage oho afternoon. 
At close quarters the front of this pipe 
was seen to bear the following inscription, 
roughly lettered with black smudge:

The extemporized collecting box was the 
conception of Melvin’s comrades, who were 
themselves the largest contributors, their 
pay and their needs being taken into con- 
sideration. 

The foremen employed in the building 
were also prompt to do their share toward 
Melvin’s unfortunate wife and three little 
ones. They passed around a subscription 
paper during the day, and soon had $106 
on it in sums of not less than $1. 

Mrs. Melvin is lixely to need all the help 
she can get before long. Her sole support 
has been cut off near to the time when she 
expects to become a mother again. Her hus- 
band was sober ard industrious, well liked 
by his mates, and a regular member of the 
Plasterers’ Union. 

Out of his membership comes $100, which 
will about suffice to pay the expenses of 
his burial, including the cost of a grave, 

The crowds coming up Nassau Street yes- 
terday afternoon on their way home 
stopped at the zirc box to read the inscrip- 
tion upon it. Before it had been up half an 
hour there were several bank notes in it, 
besides the shower of quarters and half dol- 
lars which fell steadily from the sympa- 
thetic passers-by. 

Melvin’s body was taken yesterday after- 
noon to his late home, 318 East Ninety- 
ninth Street. Mrs. Melvin was almost pros- 
trated when her husband’s body was car- 
ried into the front room on the top fioor 
of the tenement house, and her two children 
wept bitterly when. they saw the crushed 
form of their father. 

A reporter for The New-York Times called 
at the house a few minutes after the ar- 
rival of the body. The Melvins occupy 
three rooms, which are poorly furnished, 
because the family cannot afford anything 
better. The children are named ‘annie 
and Sarah, and their respective ages are ten 
and three years, 

‘* Mrs. Melvin hasn't a cent in the house,” 
said her sister to the reporter, ‘‘and we 
don’t know how she is going to live. No 
one has been near the house to offer money 
or any kind of assistance. This is pay night. 
Melvin got $2.75 a day.”’

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PLANS OF 
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GEN. HARRISON 


The Ex-President Says He Came Here to 
Have His Portrait Painted and 
Attend to Some Business. 


Ex-President Harrison, who is a guest at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, was at breakfast 
early yesterday morning with Senator Red- 
field Proctor of Vermont, who was Secre- 
tary of War during Mr. Harrison’s Admin- 
istration. 

Both declared that there was no politics 
in their talk. Senator Proctor left for his 
home in Vermont early in the day. 

Ex-Gov. Hogg of Texas, Democrat, who is 
stopping at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, called 
on the ex-President to present his regards. 
So did John Sabine Smith, the Stalwart 
Republican of the Eleventh Assembly Dis- 
trict. To, the reporters ex~President Har- 
rison said: 

“There is no political significance in my 
visit to this city. -The principal object of 
my visit is to have my portrait painted 
for the White House, and to attend to some 
private business affairs.”’ 

Gen. Harrison started up town about 11 


o'clock to visit Mr. and Mrs. McKee and 
‘Baby McKee” at their hotel. 

Later he went to the studio of Eastman 
Johnson, 65 West Fifty-fifth Street, who 
is to paint his portrait. The ex-President 
made the arrangements for the sittings, 
which will begin to-day, and then again 
visited the McKees, with whom he took 
dinner. About 8 o’clock last night he re- 
turned to the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and 
soon afterward it was said that he had 
retired for the night. 

While Gen. Harrison was away from the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel during the afternoon 
Senator Elkins of West Virginia called. 
He said that he would see the ex-Presi- 
dent some other time. 

There was no meeting yesterday between 
ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt and ex-P-#esi- 
dent Harrison, as nearly as could be 
learned. They are both stopping at the 
Fifth Avenue, but neither has very much 
confidence in the other. 

President Silas M. Giddings of the Brook- 
lyn Sunday School Union and Alfred Tilley, 
Chief Marshal for the anniversary day 
parade, which will take place in Brooklyn 
next Friday, called upon Gen. Harrison 
yesterday and asked him to go to Brook- 
lyn, as they would like to have him at the 
head of the line. 

Gen. Harrison said he would give a defi- 
nite answer on Wednesday next, after con- 
sulting with the members of his family. It 
is believed he will accept. 


CANAL STREET HOUSES DAMAGED 


Firms in Two Buildings Suffer a Loss 
Estimated at $80,000—The Origin 
of the Flames Not Known. 


Fire started in the building at 210 Canal 
Street last evening, just after it was closed, 
and communicated to the next house, caus- 
ing a damage in both places estimated at 
about $80,000. It was not known how the 
fire started. 


The building at 210 Canal Street belongs 
to an estate managed by George Walker 


of Centre and Canal Streets. It was dam- 
aged to the extent of $3,000, the rest of the 
loss being borne by the tenants of the two 
houses. 

A policeman of the Elizabeth Street Sta- 
tion first saw the flames and summoned the 
firemen, Who turned in three alarms... The 
fire ran up and down the elevator shaft in 
the building at 210 Canal Street and spread 
to the next house. -

escape. The policemen saw a man running 
towara the Bowery. “THEY caught him. He 
said he was a sailor and had had some 
trouble with a party of Germans, and when 
he saw the policemen he was told to run. 
He gave his name as William Evans. He 
was locked ‘up.

Street were estimated as follows:

Some of the firms occupied also a portion 
of No. 212. The other losses in that build- 
ing were: J. Cohen’& Co., clothiers, occu- 
pying the ground floor, $40,000; J. N. Young, 
successor to A. Trichesi & Co., roll and 
ribbon paper makers, third floor, $3,000, and 
Emanuel Souweine, a wood carver, occupy- 
ing the sixth floor, $1,000. 


FIRE IN NATHANIEL 0, PRENTISS’S HOME 


It Started in the Servants’ Room—The 
Loss Estimated at $6,000, 


A fire occurred in the residence of Law- 
yer Nathaniel O. Prentiss of 131 East 
Twenty-sixth Street shortly after 6 o’clock 
last evening. The house was damaged to 
the extent of $6,000, fully covered by in- 
surance. 

Mr. Prentiss was seated in his room after 
dinner, when he was startled by what 


sounded like the fall of some heavy object 
on the floor above. He started to investi- 
gate and discovered upon opening the door 
of the servants’ room that it was partially 
filled with smoke. He ran below and re- 
turned a moment later with a pail of water, 
but on opening the door of the room he 
found it filled with flames. 

A still alarm was sent in to Engine Com- 
pany No. 7, in Twenty-eighth Street. The 
flames spread to an adjoining room, but 
were soon extinguished by the firemen, but 
not until the house was flooded with water. 

The firemen cut a hole in the roof. Fire- 
man Quigley fell into the opening, but 
saved himself by throwing out both hands 
and grasping the roof. Both his hands were 
badly burned. 

Mr. Prentiss said that he had no idea how 
the fire started. His loss, he said, was fully 
covered by insurance. ‘ 

The police, because of the noise just be- 
fore the fire and the odor which came from 
the room, think that it was caused by an 
explosion of gas. 


THE OLD HARTFORD BRIDGE BURNED 


Canse of Much Trouble and Several 
Scandals. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 17.—An alarm 
rang for a.fire on the old bridge between 
Hartford and East Hartford to-night, and 
three of the spans. are. in.the water and 
the structure is entirely destroyed. 

This is the bridge over which there has 
been so much discussion in the Legislature. 
Two years ago the State assumed its care 
and maintenance. Lately, the Commission- 
ers in charge contracted with the, Berlin 
Iron Bridge Company for a new structure, 
to be paid for by the State. The State Sen- 
ate a few days ago passed a bill giving the 
bridge back to the five towns that pre- 
viously. had its maintenance, and declined 
to carry out the contract for a new struct- 
ure, he House has not yet acted, so the 
bridge belonged to the State when de- 
stroyed. 

The bridge has often been on fire before. 
Whatever attempts were made to extin- 
guish the fire amounted to little, and as 
soon as it spread it was beyond control. 
Hose cart No, 3 of Hartford and two fine 
horses went down with the bridge. No 
lives were lost. 


Boy Hurt by Trolley Car,

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TO ENLARGE THE CITY 


A Bill Before the Governor to Extend 
the Northern Boundary. 


MORE OF WESTCHESTER MAY BE TAKEN 


If the Measure Is Signed, the City’s 
New Limits Will Run to 


Mount Vernon and 


New-Rochelle. 


Thesouthernandeastern portions of West- 
chester County will become part of New- 
York City by a recent act of the Legislat- 
ure, if the Governor signs the bill. 

When what is called the Annexed Dis- 
trict, above the Harlem River, comprising 


the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, was added to the city in 1873, the 
eastern boundary was fixed at the Bronx 
River. 

Since then New-York City bought the 
lands which are now Bronx Park and those 
which are now Pelham Bay Park. Half of 
Bronx Park lies outside of the city limits, 
and the whole of Pelham Bay Park, though 
belonging to New-York City, is within the 
territorial jurisdiction of Westchester 
County. 

Several gambling hells were established 
across the Bronx River from the village of 
West Farms, and the Sheriff of Westches- 
ter County did not seem able to put them 
down. To remedy such evils, Senator W. 
H. Robertson introduced a bill into the 
Senate, which received its third reading 
there on April 23, incorporating the towns 
of East Chester, Westchester, and Pelham, 
or so much of them as is south of a straight 
line drawn from the point where the north- 
erly line of New-York City meets the centre 
of the Bronx River to the middle of the 
channel between Hunter’s Island and Glen 
Island. 

The new territory is to include Morris 
Park Race Track, Throgg’s Neck, upon the 
extreme end of which stands Fort Schuy- 
ler; Unionport, Westchester, William’s 
Bridge, Bronxdale, Olinville, Baychester, 
East Chester, Wakefield, and Barton. 

The boundary of New-York City, in case 
the Governor signs the bill, will run south 
of Mount Vernon and its suburbs, South 
Vernon, and Washingtonville, and of New- 
Rochelle, and its suburbs. The act: pro- 
vides that all the village of Wakefield shall 
be included in the City of New-York, 
though part of it lies outside of the straight 
line which otherwise would determine the 
northern boundary of the city. | 

More specifically the act provides that all 
the newly-annexed territory shall be merged 
in. the City and County of New-York, the 
same as if the incorporation had taken 
place in 1873, along with the part of West- 
chester County then taken. It is also pro- 
vided that the new territory shall become 
part of the Twenty-fourth Ward. : 

The collectors of taxes now in office in 
each of the towns and villages are to re- 
main in office until the taxes tor the present 
year are paid, as well as any arrears for 
past years. Sales of property for unpaid 
taxes shall go on as usual, and local as- 
sessments shall be collected as if the pres- 
ent act had not been passed. 

All the public property now vested in 
the Trustees of the towns and villages, or 
in the Boards of Education, is to be held 
by the Mayor, Aldermen, ‘and Commonalty 
of the City of New-York, which will also 
Succeed to all claims, rights, and causes 
of action. 

An equitable proportion of any debts due 
by the towns and villages shall be assumed 
by the city, and the Trustees of the vil- 
lages and the corporation of the city shall 
first endeavor to divide these debts: In 
case they shall not agree, the Supreme 
Court Justices of the Third Judicial Dis- 
trict shall determine the respective amounts 
of debt by a suit in equity begun by the 
party which considers itself aggrieved. 

The rights granted by. .the act do not ex- 
tend to land under water, the power of 


dealing with which shall remain with the 
Commissioners of the Land Office. 


TROUBLE AT THE CASINO 


Judge Stiner Signs Dispossess Warrants, to 
be Executed in Case the Aronsons 


Fail to Pay $12,000. 


The case of Robert F. Brady against the 
Casino Company for the non-payment of 
$9,000 arrears of taxes was decided yester- 
day by Justice Stiner, in the Eighth Dis- 
trict Court, against the company. 

Mr. Bixby’s suit against the company 
for $3,000 for non-payment of rent also 
came up yesterday in the same court. Man- 
ager Aronson testified that a check for 
3,000 had been tendered for the payment. 

eorge Freifeld, the attorney for Mr. Bixby, 
said he refused to take the check, as he 
did not regard it as a legal tender, and 
because it was offered accompanied by con- 
ditions he would not comply with. 

At the afternoon session of the court the 
Aronsons failed to produce their witness, 
Henry Grasse, who, they said, could testify 
that they had made a tender of their rent 
to the landlord’s attorney. 

Mr. Freifeld moved for judgment, both 
in the tax case and in the case for the non- 
payment of rent, 

Judge Stiner signed both warrants and 
issued dispossess papers, which are to be ex- 
ecuted at 9 o’clock this morning. 

The Messrs. Aronson pleaded for time to 
raise the money, amounting to about $12,- 
000, but Judge Stiner told them that he had 
no power to give them any time at all after 
the warrants were signed. If they do not 
raise the money by to-day the Marshal was 
instructed to elect them from the premises. 

Even if the Aronsons pay the $12,000, 
their lease, which was to run for five years 
longer, is broken by virtue of the signing 
of the warrant, and they will have to get a 
new lease.

SPAIN’S FINAL REPLY ON ALLIANCA 


Action’ of the Conde de Venadito's Com- 
mander Disavowed— Vessels Are 
Free Where Firing Occurred. 


LONDON, May 17.—The Standard will 
to-morrow publish a Madrid dispatch, say- 
ing that the Spanish Government has com- 
pleted its final answer to the United States 
in regard to the firing upon the American 
steamer Allianca by the Spanisa war srip 
Conde de Venadito off Cape Maysi. 

The reply is couched in cordial and 
friendly terms, and willebe entirely agree- 
able to the requests made upon Spain by 
Mr. Gresham, the American Sezretary of 
State, for a full and satisfactory answer.

The building was a two-story frame 
structure, with basement and attic, adjoin- 


ing the French Catholic Church, on Quid- 
nick Street. It was owned by Joseph Le- 
moine, a man of eighty-six years, who, with 
his sons, Frank and Louis, and. several 
workmen, have been engaged for some 
weeks in turning around and raising the 
building to fit the basement story for busi- 
ness purposes. 

The building originally’ stood with its 
gable end toward the street, but in order 
to utilize a greater frontage it was moved 
about with its side parallel with the street. 
Charles Poole of Natick had the work of 
raising and moving the building in charge. 
Until to-day it stood on the blocking used 
by Poole and his men.. Joseph Lemoine, 
who is a carpenter, superintended the re- 
modeling of the basement himself. ‘To-day, 
having got the studding and corner posts 
in position between the sill and the ele- 
vated building, he had Poole remove the 
blocking. 

It was reported after the accident that 
Poole had advised against removing the 
blocking until the basement story had been 
boarded in, but the blocking was removed, 
leaving the building supported only by the 
underpinning in the rear, and on the other 
three sides by the stilt-like supports formed 
by the studding. 

Several carpenters were at work during 
the afternoon. Probably jarred by the 
pounding of their hammers, the frail sup- 
ports gave way under their topheavy load. 
Without a moment’s warning, the building 
fell, burying in the ruins:the workmen, the 
occupants of the tenements upstairs, and a 
couple of schoolboys who were passing at 
the time. 


CHICAGO, May 17.—While fifteen men 
were engaged this afternoon tearing down 
the walls of the Globe Molding Works, 
which were burned six weeks ago,one of the 
walls fell in a heap. Two men were fatally 
injured.

Lawyers Upbraid the Legislators for 
Niggardly Appropriations. 


BUSINESS OF THE COURTS DELAYED 


Criminals

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Muck satisface 
tion has been expressed to-day by members 
of the bar and court officers with the 
action of The New-York Times in directing 
public attention to the parsimony cf Con- 
gress respecting appropriations for the 
United States courts. The evils pointed 
out have long been criticized by lawyers 


who practice before the United States 
courts. Not a few Congressmen have ex- 
pressed privately their disapproval of the 
methods of Congress in dealing with 
the estimates of the Judicial Department. 

The trouble is that when the appropria- 
tions bills are being considered in the House 
and Senate the alleged economists have 
full swing. Every member cf the Appro- 
priations Committee of each house knew 
last Spring when the Legislative and Sun- 
dry Civil bills were passed that the 
amounts intended for the United States 
courts wouid be insufficient to maintain 
them, and that heavy deficiencies would 
have to be met by the next Congress. The 
Chairmen of these committees were anxious 
to gain credit for economy, and their Demo- 
cratic associates shared the feeling. Pro- 
tests were made, but nothing came of them. 

With the estimates of the Attorney Genera! 
before them and with full knowledge of the 
deficiencies existing, the committee pro- 
ceeded exactly as if the United States 
courts had recently been organized and it 
Was necessary to make experfmental ap- 
propriations. A comparison of the esti- 
mates of the Judicial Department, with the 
appropriations and deficiencies, authors- 
ized by the last Congress, shows gross dis- 
regard of business principles on the part of 
the men whose votes are required to keep 
the govermental macnine in operation. The 
department had estimated that $713,000 
would be required to make good the defi- 
ciency in the fees and expenses of Marshals 
for the fiscal year ending June 30 next. 
Congress appropriated this amount. 

Owing to the expansion of the business 
of the courts the department estimated 
that $1,400,000 would be required to pay 
the fees and expenses of Marshals in the 
fiscal year 1896. This was an advance of 
$200,000 on the figures of the previous year. 
A business man would take it for granted 
that, knowing the conditions, the House 
Appropriations Committee would recome- 
mend that the department be given the 
amount in a lump sum. It made no such 
recommendation. There was finally appro- 
priated $675,000, leaving to the coming 
Congress the task of making up the de- 


- ficiency of nearly $800,000. 


A Breat many men will suffer from this 
action, but tke men responsibie for it will 
not worry. Innumerable denials of money 
actually needed enabled the Chairman of 
the House Appropriations Committee to 
congratulate the Congress in its closing 
hours upon the substantial showing it had 
made in the line of economy. He knew 
that he was talking claptrap, and so did his 
associates. But his remarks and figures 
went to the country, and a great many who 
studied the latter will never know how 
misleading they were. If a Republican Con- 
gress had been making its adieu, the per- 
formance would not have differed in any 
respect. Economy would still have been 
the watchword, and the United. States 
courts would still have suffered from the 
conditions which place politics above busi- 
ness methods. 

A lawyer, in discussing the niggardliness 
of Congress in its treatment of the 
courts, said to-day that he had known of 
many criminals escaping their just deserts 
through the lack of sufficient money to 
enable a United States court to convene a 
Grand Jury. He spoke also of the great 
losses to individuals growing out of delays 
in litigation, which could be traced directly, 
to the exhaustion of the funds at the dis- 
posal of the court. Many times it has been 
found impossible to convene petit juries 
because the court cash box was empty, with 
no probability of securing a fresh supply 
of money in months. 

An example of the penny-wi#, pound-fool- 
ish practice of the Congress is seen in the 
cases of Chinamen ordered to be deported 
who have been detained for weeks in the 
East at Government expense because the 
officers directed to escort them to San Fran- 
cisco could not get enough money to make 


the journey. Thousands of dollars have 
been wasted through the practice of the 
Congress of cutting down estimates to the 
lowest possible notch. 

Another well-known lawyer said to-day 
that if there were a few more United States 
Judges with the spirit of Judge Coxe, the 
annoyances now borne so meekly would 
soon be worrying the men responsible for 
the ridiculous appropriations for the courts. 
This man added that the crusade of The 
New-York Times in the interest of the 
courts would not fail to have a beneficial 
effect. 

United States District Attorney Birney 
said: ‘It has happensd here that the ap- 
propriation for witness fees, jury, &c., has 
run short, and we have had to avert a 
stoppage of business. This has happened 
several times. It occurred last year. The 
result is very great delay in the transace- 
tion of public business. Sometimes offend- 
ers escape punishment. We have usually 
manag to induce witnesses and jurymen 
to wait for their fees, and so have escaped 
the most serious consequences. 

‘The annguncement by Judge Coxe pre- 
sents the worst phase of a bad piece of 
business. Most of the courts like to ad- 
journ over the hot months, so that every- 
body is now hurrying to get things in 
shape to adjourn until Fall. To be stopped 
in the midst of this work means that many 
eases that should be settled now must wait 
through the vacation, and this may make 
a very material difference in the Govern- 
ment’s hope for punishment of evildoers 
and protection of the public from the dan- 
gerous classes—the chief purpose for which 
the Government maintains the court.’ 

Clerk John Young of the District Su- 
preme Court, who speaks from experience, 
said this evening: ‘It always makes us 
trouble for the appropriation to run short. 
We do what we can a the witnesses and 
others wait. There is” no reason for it. 
Congress seems to cut down the estimates 
for the purpose of making a record *for 
economy. he members go home and tell 
about how they have cut expenses, but 
they come back and have to make up for 
it all by passing deficiency bills. It would 
be a great deal better if they would give us 
the necessary money at first.’ 

Joseph J. Darlington, a leading attorney 
and professor in the Georgetown College 
Law Bchool, threw light on a practice which 
is the direct result of Congressional parsi- 


mony: 

“T believe,” he said, “‘ we have never suf- 
fered any grave inconvenience here on ace- 
count of the shortage of funds for running 
the courts, because some public-spirited citi. 
zen has always come forward and cashed 
the vouchers. C. C. Glover has done this, 
I think, once or twice. Of course, this re- 
lieves the embarrassment. The officials 
manage to get aléng under the difficulties 
imposed. Still, there can be no doubt that 
aomme. en for Kt ac appropriations 
woul of great value.”’

be? is a well-known fact that the court 
officials in those two Territories and in the 
Western District o° Arkansas, the North- 
ern District of Texas, the Western District 
of Missouri, and the District of Kansas 
have long ceased to look after the leading 
criminals, for whom rewards are offered 
by the United States alone. It is very 
dangerous business to chase the Daltons, 
Cook, or the Doolans, or any -of their 
bands. For the money consideration § of- 
fered by the Government for the capture 
of these desperafloes, none, of the Deputy 
Marshals in the districts mentioned would 
take such great risks. But when the ex- 
press companies and the railroads and 
banks make up a purse, the bandits are 

captured, 

The’ Government has paid none of its 
promised -rewards so far, .but the express 
companies and the railroads and banks 
have made good their promises. The Goy- 
ernment has the promise pigeonholed in 
some deficiency bill, and the allowance 
may go through some time. It often hap- 
pens that when such an item as this is 
reached in the Deficiency bill, some wise 
member whose constituents -have: not been 
endangered concludes that $400 for» the 
capture of such a man as “ Bill’”’ Dalton is 
extravagant, and as a result action is de- 
ferred until the next Congress;’ which gen- 
erally means that it will never be allowed. 

The United States Marshal in any of these 
Gistricts has great trouble in organizing 
deputies ta give chase to bandits. There is 
not a place in the Indian or Oklahoma Ter- 
ritories or in any adjoining United States 
Judicial District where a posse of deputies 
can get one feed of corn for their horses 
on United States credit. As a result, the 
deputies when out on raids for criminals 
are compelled to advance their personal ex- 
penses and run the chance of some clerk in 
the department concluding that five cents 
for a feed of corn was too much, and make 
a cut of two cents. After the cut is made, 
there is no money even to pay the three 
cents allowed by the department. 

Often the personal expenses of an active 
deputy amount to $100 a month. Even then 
he sleeps on the ground every night. Their 
accounts are sent in quarterly. Usually the 
payments for the last two quarters of each 
year are shut off and dumped into a de- 
ficiency bill, which hangs for months or 
years, sometimes never getting through. 
The result of this lack of funds to carry on 
the courts, where courts are most needed, 
is that the most important criminals have 
an easy time of it until corporations and 
private parties advance money to pay brave 
men for risking their lives in the effort to 
capture them, dead or alive. It is usually 
the case that a capture means some dead 
among the Marshals, as well as on the side 
of the criminals. The small amount of 
money allowed is used in safe work, such 
as taking in the smaller criminals. The of- 
ficers prefer to run little risk for small 
and uncertain pay to big risks with heavy 
expenses and with uncertain pay. 


The failure of Congress to make a sufii- 
cient appropréation for the Department of 
Justice has affected alike the dignity of the 
Federal courts and the officials in charge 
ef them in this city. The course adopted 
this weeek in Chicago, Utica, and Rochester 
of closing the United States courts for want 
of funds to meet the expenses may sooon be 
generally adopted here.

The Latest Rumors About the Re- 
organization of Reading. 


ARE THE VANDERBILTS INTERESTED 


A Great Combination That Is Designed 
to Reorganize Reading and to 


Control the Anthracite Coal 
Trade as Well. 


If the latest rumors concerning Reading 
approximate the truth that property is 
likely to be placed in a very advantageous 
position. The story that prevailed in Wall 
Street yesterday was to the effect that a 


strong combination had been effected which 


would not only take Reading out of its 
present indefinite position financially, but 
would so completely harmonize the anthra- 
cite coal interesta that at least seven- 
eighths of the traffic will hereafter be dom- 
tInated by a strong influence in which the 
Vanderbilts will cut an important figure. 

The story is that a syndicate has secured 
500,000 out of the 800,000. shares of Read- 
ring stock and that the property will be re- 
organized without any foreclosure proceed- 
ings, and, furthermore, that the same in- 
terests which control Reading will exercise 
a dominating influence in Jersey Central, 
Delaware and Hudson, and Lackawanna. 
Rumor has it that the Vanderbilts. and the 
First National Bank interests are chiefly 
interested in this scheme. Mr. Depew, for 
the Vanderbilts, and Vice President Fahne- 
stock of the First National Bank say em- 
phatically that such is not the case. 

That there has been a great deal of buy- 
ing of Reading stock within the last month 
there is no doubt. The Wormsers and other 
important Wall Street brokers have been 
unreservedly bidding for the stock and 
there is good reason to believe that a pre- 
ponderance of the 800,000 shares has been 
concentrated in a few hands. The belief 
is general that the persons who now control 
the stock are friendly to the Olcott-Earle 
Reorganization Committee. It is argued 
that with $8,000,000. or $10,000,000 in ready 
cash thé persons who control the stock can 
carry out the work of reorganization with- 
out resorting to heroic legal measures, 

On the Ist of July the interest on the gen- 
eral mortgage bonds will have been in de- 
fault for two years. The total amount of 
interest thus defaulted is about $3,550,000. 
One-half of these coupons have already 
been taken up by the Reorganization Com- 
mittee. Other obligations to be met are 
about $3,500,000 of receivers’ certificates, 
$4,000,000 of floating debt, about $8,000,000 
of car trusts, at least $1,400,000 of miscel- 
laneous debts, and a claim of $1,500,000 on 
account of the Poughkeepsie Bridge. 

The shares of the Reading Company are 
half shares of the face value of $50 each. 
Current report says that the syndicate se- 
cured its 500,000 shares at an average of 
about $9 per share. 

The reorganization that is talked of has 
for its chief feature the funding of the in- 
terest on the general mortgage for five 
years. Should this combination be success- 
fully carried through, it will control the 
anthracite coal trade. 


Decision by Secretary Hoke Smith. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has affirmed, on review, a 
departmental decision of last December 
which arose in regard to the Pensacola 
and Louisville Railroad Company of Ala- 
bama. Secretary Smith holds that the 
grant of lands to a railroad for a right of 
way is a grant of an easement only, and 
not a grant in fee, and that the United 
States may dispose of the lands in question 
by patent to other persons, subject to the 
right of way of the railroad company. 
The Secretary states that otherwise the 
company might sell the lands to a bona 
fide purchaser and never build the road at 
all, thus defeating the purpose of the grant. 


Order to Show Cause. 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, yesterday granted an order di- 
recting John G. "McCullough and Eben B. 
Thomas, receivers of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad Company, to 
show cause why the petition of C. M. 
Farrar, John Torfts, and Clarence E. Rood 
of Buffalo; Edward Comstock of Rome, 
Walter L. Curtis of Buffalo, McConway T. 
Torley of Pittsburg, the Bell Telephone 
Company, and the City of Dunkirk, cred- 
itors of the company, for an order to di- 
rect the receivers to issue receivers’ certifi- 
cates, with priority of lien, to cover the 
claims of petitioners, should not be granted. 


Sale of Burlington Bonds. 


The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road Company has contracted with Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. for the sale of $2,320,000 bonds 
of its Chicago and Iowa division. The 


bonds bear interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent. a year, payable February and u- 
gust, and the principal is due on Feb, 1, 
1905. It is said that in a few days these 
— will be offered for public subscrip- 
tion.

DAMAGE TO GARDEN TRUCK 


Heavy Frost on Thursday Night Ruined 
Rarly Crops Along the Atlantic Sea- 
board—Long Island Suffers. 


JAMAICA, L. I., May 17.—Market gar- 
deners hereabouts suffered considerable loss 
by the cold snap last night. At 4:30 o’clock 
this morning the thermometer registered 
24°. In many places thin ice formed. To- 
mato plants, potato and corn crops suffered 
severely from the frost. 


COLD SPRING HARBOR, L. I., May 17. 
—Ice formed here during last night to the 
thickness of an ordinary pane of glass. 
Crops were considerably damaged by the 
cold. 4 

PORT JEFFERSON, L. I., May 17.—The 
frost last night worked considerable dam- 
age to farms in this section of Long Island. 
In some localities the set of the straw- 
berry plants has been greatly injured and 
the crop practically ruined. Peach, cherry, 
and pear trees suffered from the cold. A 
majority of the farmers will have to re- 
plant their potatoes and lima beans. The 
foliage on many of the trees this morning 
looked as if it had been touched by fire. 
I. B. Hawkins, who owns a large farm at 
Terryville, says the loss in this vicinity by 
the frost will reach $20,000. 

HICKSVILLE, L. I., May 17.—Nearly all 
the yegetables that were started out of the 
ground by the warm days last week were 
knocked over by the frost last night, and 


farmers are very much discouraged. Corn, 
early potatoes, tomato plants, and beans 
suffered the most from the snap, It is 
seven years, the farmers say, since such a 
heavy frost has been felt here as late in 
the season as this. 

HUNTINGTON, L. I., May 17.—There was 
a heavy frost in the southern portion of 
this town last night, and early vegetables 
suffered in consequence. The thermometer 
registered 82° at 6 o'clock this morning. 
peas was no sign of frost along the water 
ront. 


NEW-JERSEY BADLY BITTEN, 


Frost Plays Havoc with Strawberry 
and Tomato Plants. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., May 17.--Frost 
last night killed nearly all the tomato 
plants and early cabbage. The peach 
growers are unable tosay yet whether the 
buds are hurt or not. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., May 17.—Ice formed 
in Washington and Passaic Valleys last 
night. Tomato plants are withered, straw- 
berries ruined, and hardy apples are also 
affected. The loss is heavy. 

RAHWAY, N. J., May 17.—There was a 
sharp frost here last night. Nurseryman 
E. Daly lost 500 tomato plants that were 
exposed, and similar losses were sustained 
by every truck grower in Rahway and vi- 
cinity. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., May 17.—Severe 
frosts covered this part of the State last 
night. Corn has been damaged, fruit 
blighted, and grapes and vegetables ruined. 
Gardens and truck patches will have to be 
replanted. Ice formed in many places dur- 
ing the night. 

CLINTON, N. J., May 17.—There was a 
heavy white frost here last night. Tomato 
plants, corn, beans, and cabbage will nearly 
all have to be peated over again. The 
grape crop is probably blighted. The frost 
ruined nearly all the gardens along: the 
Delaware River. 

MORRISTOWN, N. J., May 17.—The cold 
weather that has prevailed for the last few 
days, and which at night was accompanied 
by a slight frost, has ruined the gardens of 
the residents of Morristown and vicinity. 
Tomato vines, beans, and other early vege- 
tables will all have to be replanted. The 
frost nipped cherry trees in blossom, and 


this season’s crop of that fruit will be 
small. 


CONNECTICUT BRUIT KILLED 


Delicate Pliants About Bridgeport 
Will Have to be Set Again. 


NEW-MILFORD, Conn., May 17.—The 
thermometer here registered 28° above zero 
this morning, and all the fruit along the 
valley has been killed by the frost. Vege- 


tables also which had made their appear- 
ance above ground have succumbed. The 
losses in many cases are great. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 17.—Farmers 
on the outskirts report a disastrous frost 
last night. This morning the ground was 
white. Lima beans, tomatoes, potatoes, 
cucumbers, and all the more delicate plants 
will have to be set again. Many of the 
losses are quite severe, 


Damage in Pennsylvania, 


BETHLEHEM, Penn., May 17.—This sec- 
tion of the country was visited by heavy 
frosts last night.

BUCHANAN AND THE COURT OF APPEALS

It was bitter cold at the Brooklyn race 
track yesterday, and only the most enthu- 
siastic of sportsmen could find much to 


enjoy in the racing, though there were 
two stakes on for decision—the Amazon, for 
two-year-old fillies, which was won by: Mr. 
Belmont’s Floretta, and the May, for three- 
year-olds, which went to A. H. & D. H. 
Morris’s Ridicule. These two were also 
the only two favorites to win, the talent 
falling heavily to The Butterflies, Premier, 
and Our Jack, all of whom were favorites 
in their respective races. 

Interest in the operations at the track 
centred in the betting methods. On Brook- 
lyn Handicap day there had been quite a 
little open betting, with the free passage 
of money from hand to hand. While there 
is nothing in the law to prevent the hand- 


ling of money as between man and man 
in private bets, members of The Jockey 
Club and Messrs. Belmont and Sanford of 
the State Racing Commission are opposed 
to this fashion of speculation for fear it 
may in some way be construed into a 
technica] violation of the law. They do 
not wish any such issue raised, if it is 
possible to avoid it, and so yesterday they 
requested Mr. Dwyer to keep bookmakers 
and bettors alike from passing money. Mr. 
Pinkerton, noneainey, informed every one 
whom he saw making a book on the races 
that all bets must be confined to those made 
on the credit system, without the pagsing 
of money, either before or after a race. 
This request was very generally complied 
with, though a few of the men who were 
willing to lay odds had to be cautioned, 
as they had been seen to receive money 
from strangers who wished to back the 
horses with them. 
Four men who were making books and 
receiving money from their patrons were 
put off the track, as they seemed to be 
unknown to any responsible person among 
the bookmakers. It was feared that they 
were confidence operators who were mak- 
ing a book only for what ready money 
they could pick up from backers, without 
any intention of paying bets if they should 
lose them. So they were hustled out of the 
inclosure and told to keep away from the 
track in future. 
Philip J. Dwyer, President of the Brook- 
lyn Jockey Club, did talk of making a test 
case by having a man display odds on a 
small card, receive money, and record the 
bet, as has been done, on the theory that 
there was no violation of the law in so 
doing. His lawyers had informed him 
that all this could be done legally. But 
wiser counsels prevailed, and later on this 
scheme was abandoned, and what betting 
there was was done on the credit system, 
as is the vogue in England. The book- 
makers and the heavy bettors think this 
plan is going to be a success, but that 
some sort of a clearing house must first be 
established, where backers and layers of 
odds may meet in the evening to settle

THE GIDEON-DWYER CASES. 


Mr. Dwyer’s Demurrer in the Slander 
Case Overruled, 


The Genéral Term of the Supreme Court’ yes- 
terday gave a decision sustaining the complaint 
in the action brought by David Gideon against 
Philip J. Dwyer for $50,000 damages for slander, 
and giving Mr. Dwyer twenty days in which to 
answer the complaint. - 

The action came out of the dispute over the 


Banquet-Ramapo race at Sheepshead Bay last 
Spring, in which Gideon charged that his horse, 
Ramapo, had been purposely interfered with and 
struck by Sims, the jockey who rode Banquet. 
While Messrs. Dwyer and Gideon were discussing 
the race on the clubhouse portico Mr. Dwyer is 
alleged to have said to Mr. Gideon: ‘* You are 
no sportsman. You had to leave Nashville on ac- 
count of a turf fraud you committed there. 
President Clark of the Louisville Jockey Club 
wanted to rule you off for your crooked practices 
there, and warned you off the turf there, and you 
had to leave town."’ 

Mr. Gideon claimed that this statement, made 
in the presence of horsemen and clubmen, injured 
him in his business as a breeder and owner of 
race horses. Mr. Dwyer demurred to the com- 
plaint, claiming that the words were not ac- 
tionable in themselves and that no_ specific 
damage was shown. This demurrer was over- 
ruled by Judge Barrett, whose decision is sus- 
tained in an opinion written by Judge O’Brien, 
with which Judge Van Brunt concurs. Judge 
Follett dissents from the majority view of the 
court. 

The majority hold that the language used is 
of such a vharacter as to make a good cause 
for action, as plainly tending to injure Mr. 
Gideon in his business. Judgment overruling 
the demurrer was therefore affirmed, with costs, 
with leave to Mr. Dwyer to answer the com- 
plaint within twenty days on payment of costs.

COLORADO, fair, variable winds, 
MONTANA, fair, cooler, variable winds. 

An area of low pressure covers the upper lake 
region, the Upper Mississippi and Missouri Val- 
leys, central in South Dakota. The pressure re- 
mains high in all the other districts, The ba-« 
rometer has risen in New-England, Texas, north 
of Montana, and on the Northern Pacific coast. 
It has fallen generally in the lake region, the 
central valleys, and the Rocky Mountain dis- 
tricts. The temperature has fallen in the south- 
ern portion of the Gulf States, also in Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, and on the Northern Pacifie 
coast. It has risem generally in all the other 
districts. Rain has fallen in the South Atlantis 
and Gulf States, and the upper lake region. Raig 
will occur in the Middle Atlantic, South Atlantic, 
and East Gulf States, and the lake region. The 
weather will be warmer in all districts excep{ 
in the Upper Mississippi and Missouri Valleya, 
where it will be slightly cooler. 


THE STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Review will say to-morrow: 


The severe cold snap, with extensive frusts, 
and in some States snow, has, fortunate- 
ly, done little damage to the great crops, 
though much to fruit, but has considerably 
retarded retail trade. The best news of the 
week is the advance of 10 per cent. in 
wages by the Carnegie works, followed 
by the Jones-Laughlin establishment, and 
evidently implying a similar advance by 
many other concerns. The Illineis Steel 
Company is starting its furnaces without 
granting the demands of employes. No ad- 
vance has been found practicable in the 
woolen mills, where conditions as to prices 
and foreign competition are very different, 
and about 10,000 workers are still idle at 
Olneyville, where the works should con- 
sume 600,000 pounds per week. In other 
departments of labor, troubles are not 
serious, and the demand for manufactured 
products increases. The volume of do- 
mestic business, measured by railroad 
earnings for, the first week of May, is 4.2 
per cent. larger than last year, and meas- 
ured -by bank exchanges outside New-York 
is only 11 per cent. larger than last year, 
and for the month the daily average is 
11 per ‘cent. less than in 1893. It is but 
fair to note that business broke down and 
exchanges fell below the normal average 
about this time two years ago. 

Advances in wages or ironworkers by 
Mr. Frick of the Carnegié company are 
as significant as were the advances in 
wages of cokeworkers by the Frick Coke 
Company. Apparently, it is a strategic 
movement in the great battle between iron- 
producing interests, although it is generally 
interpreted as proof:that the outlook for 
trade is sufficient to warrant a material 
advance in wages and prices. Most fur- 
naces in the Mahoning Valley have also 
advanced wages, and Bessemer iron has 
risen to $11.40 at Pittsburg, with Grey 
Forge to $9.65. Finished products are in 
larger demand, but as yet not enough 
larger to cause any general advance in 
prices, and proposals of combinations in 
merchants’ steel, structural iron, cast pipe, 
wire rogs, and cut nails, with the existing 
combination in steel rails, show that the 
market does not rise of itself. The shoe 
manufacture is doing remarkably well, as 
usual, though operations for the future are 
materially retarded by the advances in 
leather and in hides, which many begin to 
think have gone somewhat too far. Within 
the last two weeks the demand for shoes 
has somewhat diminished. 

Foreign trade for the week shows a heavy 
decrease—36 per cent.—compared with last 
year in exports, and the decrease in May 
thus far is about 26 per cent. On the other 
hand, the imports for May increase less 
than 2 per cent. In consequence, the 
Government revenue has materially 
decreased, the excess of expenditures 
over receipts for the month thus 
far bein $5,572,677. Commercial  fail- 
ures for the week ending May 9 show lia- 
bilities of $3,009,372, of which $1,006,666 
was of manufacturing and $2,002,706 of 
trading concerns. For the corresponding 
week last year the liabilities were $1,937,- 
538, of which only $432,606 was of manu- 
facturing, and $1,490,922 of trading con- 
cerns. In the five weeks ending May 2 the 
aggregate of liabilities was $11,070,479, 
against $14,758,467 for the same weeks last 
year. Failures during the last week have 
been 211 in the United States, against 219 
last year, and 37 in Canada, against 24 
last year. , 

Bradstreet’s will say: 

General trade conditions throughout the 
country continue in the main quite favora- 
ble. Activity in speculative and invest- 
ment circles has exceeded that in mer 
chandise lines, but gains made in the lat- 
ter have in nearly all instances been re- 
tained. 

Woolen goods manufacturers, even with 
orders for several months to come, are not 
anticipating wants, as prices for wool at the 
interior are above a parity with quota- 
tions at the seaboard, and lower prices 
are looked for. Heaviest transactions con- 
tinue in Australians. The weather has re- 
tarded shearing. Rhode Island woolen man- 
ufacturers say the demand is largely for 
the cheaper grades. 

Among the more favorable features of the 
situation are bank clearings, the aggregate 
for the week being $1,161,000,000, or 
per cent. more than last week, when the 
total was the heaviest since the second 
week of June, 1893. Compared with ‘the 
third week of May last year, the week’s 
gain is more than 30 per cent. The falli 
off, as compared with like week in 1898 
the panic period, is only 5 per cent., and 
compared with the like week in 1892 it is 
only 5.7 per cent. 

Prices of staples this week again show 
a sharp inclination upward, the most strik- 
ing since the revival set in, because of 
the increased strength of, advance in, and 
demand for iron and steel. The price movee 
ment includes the following changes:

Enormous as has been the growth of bi- 
cycling in this country, there has been un- 
til now no adequate hand book for ama- 
teurs. One of the famous professional rid- 
ers sOme years ago published a small trea- 
tise, which was good as far as it went; 
but it went only a short way. Moreover, 
it had only a limited circulation, and it 
Was not readily to be had. Still longer ago 
@ more pretentious book came out in Eng- 
land, but such have been the advances 
made in wheels that it may now be re- 
garded as almost obsolete. The appear- 
ance, therefore, of three books almost si- 
multaneously must be taken as signal evi- 
dence of the widespread demand for an ade- 
quate work on this stirring and increas- 
ingly popular subject. 

Mr. Porter is not unknown as a writer 
on wheels and wheeling. He was perhaps 
as competent as any one to prepare a hand 
book that should approach the subject from 
the standpoint of the amateur. A mere 
glance at his table of contents will show 
that he has steadily in mind this class of 
riders. First he discourses of the bearing 
of the pastime on health; then of learning 
to ride, of actual riding and making tours, 
of accidents, costume, and the matter of 
speed, gear and weight of wheel. A final 
chapter giving practical points is arranged 
alphabetically, and will be found well filled 
with useful and acceptable information. In 
the chapter entitled, ‘‘ Correct Pedaling,’”’ 
will be found perhaps the information 
which the rider will value most of all that 
he gives. In correct pedaling lies the secret 
of successful, easy, and agreeable riding. 
And yet few riders of experience really 
understand this secret, while of those who 
do understand it few profit from it as they 
should. Mr. Porter’s work is an admirable 
little book. Not alone will the beginner 
find it helpful and interesting, but the man 
who has made his one or two thousand 
miles, and perhaps his century run. 

Similar in scope and adapted also to 
amateurs, Mr. Clyde’s book will awaken 
pleasure from every one who reads it. The 
writer fully appreciates the needs of those 
whom he addresses; he has sound, sane, 
sensible ideas; he never writes in a fanciful 
Way, but always for practical ends, and he 
gives his information in a compact man- 
ner. His aim has been solely to reach the 
needs of those who ride for health and 
pleasure, and these riders comprise natural- 
ly the vast proportion of those who ride at 
all. Among his topics are: “‘ Choosing a Bi- 
cycle,” ‘“*‘How to Ride,” “‘ Taking Care of 
a Bicycle,” ‘‘ Dress and Equipment,” “ Cy- 
cling and Health,” and “ On the Road.” 

A recent article in one of the French 
periodicals emphasizes the moral traits nec- 
essary to journeying into far countries on 
bicycle back. They seem to be identical 
with those that Miss Willard found indis- 
pensable to a little trip down the garden 
path—courage and persistence. Miss Willard 
informs us that she was about fifty-three 
years old when she made up her mind to 
ride the bicycle for the following excellent 
reasons: First, because it was healthy and 
would “ help women to a wider world,” and, 
secondarily, because she liked the fun, liked 
the sense of power, and did not like having 
people say that she could not do it at her 
age. Her spicy little book, which will find 
plenty of readers, contains more reflections 
upon mind and morals than upon the wheel 
per sc. Our general impression of Miss 
Willard’s attitude toward “ Gladys” is that 
“all failure is froma wobbling will rather 
than a wobbling wheel ’’; also that the ideal 
teacher is the one who “ while studiously 
keeping in the background, steers you to 
the fore.”” She gives the following practical 
advice to beginners: ‘“ Two things,”’ she 
says, ‘“‘must occupy your thinking powers 
to the exclusion of every other thing—first, 
the goal, and, second, the momentum requi- 
site to reach it. Do not look down like an 
imbecile upon the steering wheel in front 
of you—that would be about as wise as for 
& nauseated voyager to keep his optical 
instruments fixed on the rolling waves, It 
is the curse of life that nearly every one 
looks down.” It is not surprising to find 
that the author thinks the bicycle a tre- 
mendous advocate in the woman question— 
bringing dress reform, physical soundness, 
temperance, and sweet reasonableness in its 
wake. 


THE POOR AND THE HUMANITY IN THEM 


AN EXPERIMENT IN ALTRUISM. By Eliza- 


beth Hastings. 16mo. New-York: Macmillan 
& Co. 75 c-nts. 


This is a clever volume, written with an 
excellent purpose. The author shows the 
keenest insight as she describes the many 
efforts, all working in their own way to- 
ward the amelioration of our social condi- 
tion. There is much quiet humor in the 
story and no li-tle pathos. 

The Young Reformer, as the author de- 

scribes him, may be impracticable at times, 
and is not blessed with what an English- 
man called ‘‘ passionate patience,’’ but his 
mission is to “stir up stagnation, to rouse 
_ interest.”” He has to raise the standard of 
intelligence. He may be the fuse which fires 
the train—or he may break the ice—and 
though he may tumble in, he does not care 
for the chill or the wetting. ‘‘ What spe- 
cial work are you attempting?” asks the 
one who describes the entire action of the 
story. ‘“‘Oh, everything,” said the Young 
Reformer. ‘It doesn’t make any difference. 
When I see an evil I begin to call attention 
to it.” 
. There is a public meeting described in a 
way true to live. It is attended by the repre- 
sentatives of various parties, all trying to 
do good in some special way. The Church 
and University were represented side by side 
with Socialist and Anarchist. All have there 
the right of speech. What the Anarchist 
says is, “‘None of you goes down far 
enough, It’s government that is the root 
of all. evil, and government has got to be 
wiped out,”’ and yet that Anarchist looked 
like “an aged apostle who was near the 
beatific vision. A beautiful character lov- 
ingly described is Miss Hobbs, the little 
missionary. Hers is what is called rescue 
work. With a single companion “ they 
search through the dives and dens and opium 
joints of the city for the women who are 
stranded there. For every one saved from 
that life, twenty drift back to it. Yet the 
rescue work never stops.” 

And stil forever and forever must the 
work of bettering the human race go on. It 


Faith in God iu what gives sustained power. 


The present story is told as if one person 
were watcaing the entire complex move- 
ment, and the conclusion arrived at is this: 

I depended more and more upon my friends, 
caring less, as time went on, about our dif- 
ferences in opinion. * * We were all 
much better than our ideas, It was better 
to flounder than to do nothing at all. 


He who may have worked through the 
many volumes of our day devoted to polit- 
ical economy, ‘‘the gloomy science,” will 
be struck by the analytical power which 
the author of this volume possesses. The 
knowledge contaimed in it can only have 
been acquired in a practical way. Here 
is something to be remembered: 


For true delicacy of feeling commend 
me to the very poor. We ought to go down 
on our knees to learn€of them, The kind- 
ness, forbearance, patience, and the quiet 
heroism of the poor are almost beyond our 
grasp. * * * They actually think that the 
only way to help is by kindness. As for 
us, humanity has been civilized out of us. 


We are quite sure that Elizabeth Has- 
tings’s (this we understand to be the as- 
sumed name of a lady well known) volume, 
if read and studied, vill serve a most use- 
ful purpose. It is not wanting in strong 
realism, but it is the spirituality in it which 
is the distinguishing trait. 


THE COMEDIES OF BEN JONSON 


THE BEST PLAYS OF THE OLD DRAMA- 
TISTS. Ben Jonson. -Vol. III]. New-York: 
Imported by Charles Scribner’s Sons. $1.25. 


This is the twentieth volume of the Mer- 
maid Series, which, in the broadest sense, 
constitutes a “popular” edition of cer- 
tain English classics. It has few claims to 
the consideration of students who look 
for the purest texts and the wisest notes 
and prefaces. But an edition which in- 
cludes selected plays of Marlowe, Otway, 
Ford, Massinger, Heywood, Webster, Mid- 
dleton, Dekker, and Shirley, together with 
the complete dramatic works of Congreve 
and Wycherley, as well as three volumes 
of Jonson, and which is published at a 
moderate price, is not likely to escape the 
notice of the thousands who do not care 
for critical editions, and are not fastidious 
in the matters of type and binding. The 
Mermaid books have a rather “ shoppy” 
appearance, their type is none of the best, 
their texts are not authoritative, their bind- 
ing is poor. But they have undoubtedly 
served a good purpose in a humble way. 

The present volume contains three plays, 
and of these two are assuredly master- 
works which no student of English lan- 
guage or literature is likely to undervalue. 
Probably the ablest and most enthusiastic 
tribute to Ben Jonson published in recent 
times is Swinburne’s ‘ Study.’”’ One must 
make many allowances for the ‘ personal 
equation,”” who reads it for information; 
he who reads Swinburne for aesthetic 
gratification need make no allowances. The 
inquiring student must pause to reconcile 
some seeming confliction of the superla- 
tive, and must be prepared to believe that 
Byron, whom Swinburne detests, could not 
“ sing,” or even ‘“‘intone”’ as well as Dry- 
den, and that the author of ‘‘ Mr. Sludge, 
the Medium,” is the greatest modern mas- 
ter of analytical art. 

But Mr. Swinburne’s swift, eloquent, and 
beautiful analysis of ‘‘ The Alchemist’”’ is 
charming and convincing. Who can read 
that wonderful comedy and not feel that all 
its merits deserve the superlative? Unlike 
‘Every Man in His Humor” and “ The 
Silent Woman,” it does not seem archaic 
in the reading. The skillful management 
of the audacious plot fairly dazzles one, 
while the group of characters it employs 
would alone serve for all the equipment of a 
great dramatist. It begins with the 
striking of twelve; the action is spiritedly 
under way from the beginning, and the in- 
terest is maintained till the last phrase 
of Act V. The development of the lust of 
Sir Epicure Mammon is surely unequaled 
in its brilliant irony and wonderful power 
in the whole field of dramatic literature. 
While the least significant creature in the 
lot of dupes and impostors, Drugger, served 
Garrick long after Jonson’s plays had 
fallen into disuse in the theatre as a me- 
dium for new fame. 

“ Volpone,’’ which has the first place in 
this volume, has generally been accounted 
the deeper, richer work, but it surely lacks 
the brilliance, the audacity, and perpetual 
charm of ‘“ The Alchemist,’’ which so 
great a critic as Coleridge ranked with 
“Oedipus Tyrannus,’”’ the greatest comedy 
to match the greatest tragedy ever written. 
Mr. Swinburne, calling Shakespeare a god, 
classes Jonson as a giant. He is surely a 
giant in ‘“ The Alchemist.” The critical in- 
troductions in the volume under notice are, 
as usual, scrimpy and purely perfunctory, 


THE PALACE OF WHITEHALL 


WHITEHALL. Historical and Architectural 
Notes. By W. J. Loftie, B. A., .F. 8S. A. 
Large sto. New-York: Macmillan & Co. $1. 


Of the many interesting buildings in that 
most interesting of cities, London, the Pal- 
ace of Whitehall stands out in history very 
prominently. Mr. Loftie has given a some- 
what exhaustive account of it, beginning in 
the days of its original owner, Hubert de 
Burgh, who was Earl of Kent in the 
eleventh century. 

The growth of the great city, the merging 
of one little cluster of houses into another, 
the conjunction of village after village, and 
the gradual formation of the metropolis are 
pleasantly described. For many years the 
great folk traveled from the palace to the 
city by barge on “the silent highway” of 
the Thames. Roads were muddy and full of 
ruts, and, indeed, it was probably the prox- 
imity to the river that excused the choice 
of low-lying malarial land upon which to 
build this structure. After the death of 
Hubert, thirty Archbishops in all held 
Whitehall, beginning with Walter Gray and 
ending with Thomas Wolsey, and it was 
known as York House. Additions were 
made, Wolsey, of course, doing more than 
his share, and upon his fall, Henry VIII, 
having been for several years almost with- 
out a home in London, became, through 
certain illegal formalities, the possessor, and 
here he died. During his reign York House 
became the Palace of Westminster, though 
how it again changed its name and became 
Whitehall is not known. Elizabeth made 
much use of the palace, and at her death 
her remains lay here in state. 

With the accession of the Stuarts many 
changes took place, and there appears upon 
the scene a “surveyor,”’ or, as we should 
say, an architect reputed to be a great trav- 
eler, but more in vogue at Court as a “ de- 
vyser of maskes,’’ the famous Inigo Jones 
in short. He it was who designed for the 
palace an adequate hall, which is the sole 
relic of the old royal residence now existing. 
On the ist of October, 1615, he became regu- 
larly installed in theoffice of Surveyor to the 
King, and immediately began the _ se- 
ries of designs by which it was intended 
to transform the shabby, ramshackle old 
palace. 

It must be remembered that this house, 
so familiar to all Londoners, was only 
a part of a design intended to cover a space 
of 1,152 feet by 874. It was expected to rival 
the great palaces of the Continental Kings. 
Plans for this magnificent structure ac- 
company the text, and present designs of 
great beauty and imposing grandeur far in 
excess of the financial possibilities of the 
King. Subsequent designs for the unfortu- 
nate Charles, made in 1639, were much 
modified, but the architect misjudged the 
purse of the son as well as that of the fa- 
ther, for not a stone was ever laid. 

It is told that when the most famous 
event in connection with Whitehall oc- 
curred—the execution of Charles I.—a-hole 
was broken through the wall to admit of a 
passage to the platform direct from the 
interior, because there was at that time no

glazed window on -the western front of 
the wall toward the street. From this 
dark tragedy we turn to the occupancy of 
the palace by the Protector, and we learn 
of how Cromwell kept ‘‘open house” on 
Mondays, when there was much eating and 
drinking. Here, too, the great commander, 
while a tremendous tempest howled around 
the old walls, breathed his last on the 
afternoon of the 3d of September, 1658. 

Of the monarchs who occupied the palace, 
of the pictures that adorned its walls, the 
frescoes on its ceilings, the author gives 
ample account. Among the painters repre- 
sented were Vandyke, Titian, Rubens, 
Raphael, Correggio, Montegna, Janssen, 
Walker, and Dobson, many of whose works 
the leaders of the Commonwealth endeay- 
ored to sell and otherwise make away with.

—The Academic world of Paris is talking 
fervently of the candidacy of Marquis Cos- 
ta de Beauregard for the chair of Camille 
Doucet. Marquis Costa de Beauregard 
was a Deputy in the National Assembly of 
1871. He wrote ‘Un Homme @’Autrefois,”’ 
laureated by the French Academy; “ La 
Jeunesse et les Derniéres Annés de Charles 
Albert Rio de Sardaigne,” and the “ Ro- 
man d’un Royaliste,’’ a picture of the end 
of the eighteenth century. He is to publish 
at the end of this year two volumes on the 
Comte de la Ferronnays, who was Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in the time of Charles X.

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YALE AND HARVARD ATHLETES 





The Blue Figures Out Victory in To- 
day’s Games. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., May 17.—Yale Universi- 
ty athletic enthusiasts figure out that the Blue 
will come out ahead in the athletic games with 
Harvard to-morrow at Cambridge by from 
4 to 10 points. While Yale will have almost all 
of last year’s victorious team, there are, never- 
theless, a few new men succeeding to the places 
made vacant by those who graduated a year ago 
that can hardly be ranked as first-class prize 
winners. 

The men who graduated were of the first class 
in the different events in which they participated. 
Their successors are of the second and third class, 
and this will naturally tend to keep down Yale’s 
total points, in the judgment of those who have 
closely watched the practice work at the Yale 
field for several weeks past. In fact, it might 
be said that Yale is just a trifle worried over 
the probable outcome of the meet. 

In analyzing the prospects of the Yale team, 
those who have given much attention to the abil- 


ity and past record of the men who have entered 
for this athletic battle are confident that the Blue 
will be ahead of the Red in the points in the shot 
and the hammer events, and it is likewise be- 
lieved that Yale will lead fair Harvard in the 
pole vault. Yale men declare that she will capt- 
ure first and second places in the high hurdles, 
and there is also excellent ground for the belief 
that she will take first place in the mile run and 
the mile walk. Yale looks for first place in the 
broad jump, and thinks there is a chance for 
taking first prize in the bicycle contest, although 
no great hopes are centred on this latter event. 

Burnett is the best of the Yale athletes in the 
100-yard dash. In the Spring games he made 
that distance in 0:101-5. His development as a 
runner has very agreeably surprised the college. 
It has been stated that he has covered this dis- 
tance in 0:10. 

One of the surprises that Harvard may encoun- 
ter is in Richards, whose clever work two years 
ago attracted general attention. He is running 
the short distances now at a speed that is at 
times surprising. He is not altogether reliable for 
high speed, though. He laid off last year. Yale’s 
friends are aware of the fact that there are two 
or three Harvard men who are good for the 
game time as that made by Burnett in the 
Spring games, and this leads to the conclusion 
that Yale will at least come in second, with 
a good chance of being first. 

On the Yale campus the opinion prevails that 
Harvard will defeat Yale in the 220-yard dash. 
Yale may get second place, 2 

The football player, Wade, in the open handi- 
cap games of last Saturday, ran the quarter 
close on to 0:51. It is hard to tell as between 
Jordan, Chubb, Gerard, and Pond, entered for 
this event, which will get there first, for each 
has about the same amount of speed. It is 
not overlooked here in Yale that there are two 
Harvard men who are regarded as good for 
covering this distance in a_ trifle over 0:51. 
Much depends upon Wade in this contest. Yale 
certainly figures on second place, anyway. 

Yale doesn’t look for much in the half mile 
race, because she classes as so much faster than 
her own men the men who will represent Har- 
vard. If Yale should get a single point from 
this event it would be “* like finding it,’’ as one 
of the Yale athletes expressed it. 

Morgan of Yale will disappoint the university 
if he faitis to take first place in the mile run. 
He is credited with a record of 4:33, but has 
made the distance in 4:27, according to the 
statements of those who have kept track of 
his practice work. It is generally admitted that 
he has made great improvement over his work 
of a year ago. One of the new men, Cleveland, 
has done the mile in 4:33, and his Yale ad- 
mirers are looking for better time from him when 
he comes to meet Harvard. He is very prom- 
ising. 

Thrall of Yale is relied upon to win the mile 
walk. In the handicap games of last week he 
broke the Yale record, doing the mile in 7:05. 
The Yale men would not be surprised if John- 
son was second in this walk, because they 
think he can come pretty near 7:23, the time of 
Phillips of Harvard, 

There is much uncertainty with regard to the 
bicycle races. Hill of Yale has made the two 
miles in 5:29, equaling the best time made by 
Eliot of Harvard. While Yale hopes cling to 
first place in this contest, here and there are 
heard those who say she will only get second 
place. 

Cady will very likely win in the high hurdles, 
There.is a freshman, Perkins, who has been 
doing about as good work in this respect as 
Cady, having made the high bars in even time, 
0:16, Hatch of Yale has made 0:16 3-5 in the 
high hurdles, thus equaling the best work of 
Monroe and Bruner of Harvard. Cady’s best 
time in the low hurdles is 0:25 2-5, with Per- 
kins about the same, They are rated for second 
and third places. 

It is calculated that Yale will get third in the 
high jump by Thompson, who has made 5 feet 
9% inches, and there is some talk that he might 
make second. Thomas, Kershaw, and Allen of 
Yale have all done the pole vault at 10 feet 
9% inches, and, that being better than Har- 
vard, it is confidently expected that Yale will 
get the three places in this event. Sheldon of Yale 
cleared 33 feet a week ago at the fleld in the 
broad jump, and he will undoubtedly be first.

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OPENING THE CAMPAIGN, 

The situation which brings together 
the Sound-Money Convention at Mem- 
phis on Thursday next is much more 
simple and practical than the _ theo- 
rists and mine owners would like us to 
believe that it is. It is, above all, prac- 
tical, because it is a business situation. 
[The United States have bought a very 
large amount of silver bullion, about 
three-quarters of which is coined, and 
is represented by certificates redeemable 
in silver dollars. The remainder is un- 
coined and represented by Treasury 
notes issued for its purchase. All these 
certificates and notes, as well as the sil- 
ver dollars actually in the hands of the 
people, «re kept at par solely because 
they can at any time be exchanged for 
gold. It is absolutely necessary that 
they and all other forms of money in the 
United States should be kept at par, 
or national and private credit will be 
greatly impaired, and business, which de- 
pends far more on credit than on cash, 
will suffer accordingly. 

What the business men who are to 
meet at Memphis have to consider is, 
how our currency in all its forms can be 
kept at par. They know how this is 
done now, and how enormously costly the 
process is. They know that it cannot go 
on at all unless an absolute limit is put 
to the silver issues, and that it can be 
made even tolerably easy only by lighten- 
ing the burden of the Treasury by with- 
drawinge either silver or legal-tender 
notes. But the silver men insist, not only 
that the burden shall not be diminished, 
but that it shall be indefinitely increased. 


‘If it be proved to them that, if this be 


done, silver and our paper money can- 
not be kept at par with gold, since a | 
limited reserve of gold cannot sustain 
the redemption of an unlimited mass of 
silver, they make one of two answers. 
Hither they say that the mere fiat of the 
Government will keep silver at par, 
which is opposed to all experience and is 
nonsense, or else they deny all obliga- 
tion to maintain silver at par with gold, 
which is repudiation pure and simple. 
With the situation thus created, the 
theories and arguments about bimetal- 
lism have nothing whatever to do, It 
may be that if all the commercial na- 
tions of the world should agree to the un- 
limited coinage of gold and silver into 
legal-tender money at a fixed ratio, that 
ratio would become and would remain 
the one at which the two metals would 
everywhere be taken. Whether this be 
so or not, the United States are pledged, 
so far as they can be, to try the experi- 
ment when the rest of the commercial 
nations are ready. No change in our 
policy, no further action of our Govern- 
ment, legislative or executive, is needed 
to bring this about, and none is pro- 
posed by any one to prevent or postpone 
it. What is proposed by the silver men 
is that we should try unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by our- 
not sharing the risk with any 
other nation. This is not bimetallism at 
all. It is silver monometallism. It is 
not adopting a double standard; it is 
forcing on the country a single standard, 
and that a standard that no other clvii- 
ized nation maintains, and that all the 
business men of the whole world in prac- 


selves, 


tice reject. 

This is the plain issue which the silver 
men have compelled the country to face. 
They will no longer listen to any limita- 
tions on the use or the amount of silver 
money. They could long ago have had 
a system under which ail the silver 
could be coined that would, without com- 
pulsion, circulate at par—that is, all for 
which there can be any honest employ- 
ment or any real need. They would not 
accept it. They demand an unlimited 
issue and unlimited legal tender, with 
no obligation by the Government to re- 
deem in gold. They have resorted to this 
extreme demand, it seems to us, in des- 
peration. The incalculable trouble and 
loss brought upon the country by the ex- 
periments made in the needless issue of 
silver coin and silver notes had aroused 
the business men of the country to a 
sense of the peril they were incurring, 
and they had compelled an abandonment 
of those experiments. They were begin- 
ning also to demand that the strain on the 
gold reserve of the Treasury should be 
relieved by the permanent withdrawal of 
a part of the redeemable paper. The sil- 
ver men seem, then, to have determined 
to make a fight for life, to call in all of 
the victims of hard times, and make an 
effort to commit the country once for ail 
to the wildest of their schemes—unlimited 
and independent coinage of silver at 16 to 
1, at one-half the market rate... That is 


the issue they are seeking to frighten one 


or other of the two great parties to make, 
and if they fall they will try to form an 
independent party and make it them- 
selves. The Memphis convention of 


[Southern men fs the first movement in 


the great fight which, we are confident, 
will end with the complete victory of 


sound money. 


THE STATE TAX RATE. 


Last year Republican “ leaders” in the 
Legislature made much of the reduced 
tax rate, which had been produced by 
deferring a considerable amount of the 
expenditures authorized, for the purpose 
of going into the State campaign with a 
show of economy. This year it has been 
necessary to make up for it in a largely- 
increased rate, the largest in several 
years. 

The tax rate in itself, as we have many 
times had occasion to say, signifies noth- 
ing as to economy or extravagance, and 
in the present case the increase is ac- 
counted for in considerable part by the 
taking of the insane of New-York and 
Kings Counties under the care of the 
State, and the net result to those coun- 
ties will be a diminution of taxes, though 
in return they turn over to the State 
without compensation property of great 
value. The rate of last year, with which 
comparison is made, was a sham, for not 
only were appropriations deferred in 
order to produce it, but it resulted in 
using up the greater part of a liberal 
surplus in the Treasury. 

While we cannot say, without a labo- 
rious analysis of the appropriations of 
this year, how far this tax rate is an in- 
dication of extravagance, it is certainly 
an indication that no progress has been 
made in tax reform. The State set out 
years ago on a policy of deriving its rev- 
enues from other sources than direct tax- 
ation upon real and personal property, 
and by this time there ought to have 
been no State tax rate at all. But no 
progress in this direction has been made 
for several years. On the contrary, the 
amount’ of revenue derived from this 
form of taxation has been steadily in- 


creasing.

TEXTILE GOODS AND IRON. 


The Dry Goods Economist has obtained 
the opinions of about 125 manufacturers, 
wholesale dealers, and importers, con- 
cerning the present condition of busi- 
ness and the outlook for the Fall trade 
in the textile products. The responding 
companies and firms fairly represent the 
trade in New-England, the Middle States, 
the West, and the South, 

It appears that 90 per cent. of those 
who answer The Dry Goods Economist’s 
questions regard the present signs of 
prosperity as trustworthy indications of 
permanent improvement. In reply to a 
question about prices, 61 per cent. say 
that they expect them to be higher, while 
others (20 per cent.) look for only a slight 
advance, In the opinion of 61 per cent. 
the increase of the cost of raw materials 
will affect the prices of the finished goods 
during the coming season, but 24 per 
cent. of those who were consulted think 
that the effect will be very slight. Only 
about one-eighth of the companies and 
firms expect that prices will eventually 
‘adiust themselves to a basis approach- 
ing that of ’91 and '92,” and it seems to 
us that the opinions of the majority with 
respect to this matter are warranted by 
many considerations. The restoration of 
prosperity does not depend upon or re- 
quire the restoration of the prices pre- 
vailing three years ago. 

It should be noted that 67 per cent. of 
the concerns responding have received 
encouraging reports from their custom- 
ers, the retail merchants, “ these reports 
ranging from some improvement up to 
the most encouraging conditions”; and 
that 40 per cent. say that business has 
been “stimulated by the recent advance 
in prices,’’ while 20 per cent. more admit 
slight improvement due to this cause. 
No one who is familiar with the course 
pursued by retail merchants since the 
Fall of 1898 will be surprised by the re- 
port that retailers’ stocks on hand are 
small. This is the response of 80 per 
cent. of the concerns. Fifty of the com- 
vanies or firms in the list have their 
headquarters in the Middle States—d4 of 
these in this city—and their opinions es- 
pecially deserve consideration. All but 
three of the 50 see indications of perma- 
nent: improvement; 29 expect higher prices 
and think that prices of finished goods 
will be affected by the higher cost of 
raw materials; 32 say that the upward 
tendency of prices has stimulated the 
volume of their current and advance 
sales; 36 have received favorable reports 
from their customers (8 responding to 
the contrary;) 88 regard the outlook as 
encouraging, and only 1 is gloomy and 
pessimistic. “We think from _ these 
data,’”’ says The Economist, referring to 
the entire collection of opinions, ‘ that 
the outlook may be regarded as a very 
favorable one, when all things are con- 
sidered. There Will probably be no 
‘boom,’ and prices as a rule will be low, 
but the volume of trade ought to be gen- 
erally satisfactory.” 

There may be considered in connection 
with this survey of the trade in textile 
goods the interesting comments of The 
Iron Trade Review of the 16th inst., upon 
the condition of the iron and steel indus- 
try. Having referred to the recent ad- 
vances in wages, from the first increase 
(in the coke district) to the addition of 
10 per cent. to the wages of the Carnegie 
Company’s employés, The Review, says: 

“Tn spite of repeated assertions that ad- 
vances in price could be sustained only by 
a marked expansion in the demand for fin- 
ished product, the market has been demon- 
strating week by week that the lifting 
power is being applied at the other end. 
Coke workers’ wages and coke prices were 
put up in advance of any improvement in 
the market for furnace and foundry prod- 
ucts. Then, Bessemer ore prices went up 
in advance of a better pig iron outlook. Now 
blast-furnace wages have heen increased 
beyond anything immediately warranted in 
the market, and certain steel works and 
rolling mill workers at Pittsburg have been 
given more pay in advance of a proportidn- 


ate market improvement. Events would in- 
dicate that the various advances have been 


the cause rather than the result of in-. 


creased buying of finished material, and 
thus the market is gradually coming into 
a condition which, theoretically, should 
have preceded the various steps to higher 
ground,” rae ebAns

A STEP TOWARD CONSOLIDATION, 

On the last day of the legislative ses- 
sion a bill was passed by both the Sen- 
ate and Assembly which is reaily a con- 
siderable step in the direction of the 
“Greater New-York,” and there can 
hardly be a doubt that it will be promptly 
accepted by the Mayor and approved by 
the Governor. There were two bills pend- 
ing which were intended to bring with- 
in the jurisdiction of the city the park 
lands already belonging to it, and the ter- 
ritory lying between them and the present 
city limits. One of these provided for ex- 
tending the present northern boundary, 
which terminates at the centre line of 
the Bronx River, in a staight line to the 
middle of the channel between Hunter’s 
and Glen Islands, and this is the one 
that was passed and is morally certain 
to become a law. 

This will add to the city the precise 
territory in Westchester County which 
would have been included by the Greater 
New-York bill, leaving to future consoli- 
dation the areas on Long Island and 
Staten Island. In extent of land and 
water it will fully double the area of 
what has been known for twenty-two 
years as the ‘‘ annexed district,” and will 
be added to the Twenty-fourth Ward of 
the City and County of New-York and 
become ‘‘ subject to the same laws, or- 
dinances, regulations, obligations, and 
liabilities, and entitled to the same 
rights, privileges, franchises, and immu- 
nities in every respect and to the same 
extent as if such territory had been in- 
cluded within said city and county at 
the time of the grant and adoption of the 
first charter and organization,” &c. Due 
provision is made for the adjustment of 
existing Mabilities and obligations. 


This area comprises practically the 
whole of the town of West Chester, and a 
considerable part of East Chester and Pel- 
ham, including the villages of Unionport, 
West. Chester, William’s Bridge, and 
Wakefield. It is not possible to state the 
population of this territory. That of the 
town of West Chester in 1892 was about 
8,320; that of the whole of East Chester 
nearly twice as much, and that of Pel- 
ham about 2,600. The extent of water 
front added along the East River and 
Long Island Sound is very great, and the 
shore is indented in a picturesque fash- 
ion. City Island and Hart Island, as 
well as Hunter’s Island, will be brought 
into the municipal domain. 

This annexation will simplify the prob- 
lem of consolidation to some slight de- 
gree. We assume that neither the Mayor 
nor the Governor will hesitate to give 
this bill the effect of law very promptly, 
because there is no opposition to it in 
this city, and the movement for securing 
its passage came entirely from the peo- 
ple of the section to be added. It was 
opposed only by the local politicians who 
desire to retain their little ‘“‘rings’’ and 
hold on to the town and village offices, 
and by the gamblers who wished to es- 
cape the vigilance of the city police and 
continue to defy State laws as they have 
been doing. 


DOCK DEPARTMENT LEGISLATION. 

Two bills, one of great importance and 
the other of considerable interest to the 
commerce of New-York, were passed by 
the late Legislature. One is what is 
known as the Pavey bill, and 
the law as it was left by the legislation 
of 1894 regarding the work done for the 
Dock Department. It gives to the Dock 
Commissioners the authority by a unani- 


modifies 


mous vote to do constructive work other- 
wise than by contract, with the excep- 
tion of the building of piers and dredg- 
ing, all of which must still be done by 
contract. It also gives the Dock Com- 
missioners the right possessed by every 
other department of the city to reject all 
bids where none is entirely satisfactory. 
This change remoyes the objectionable 
features of last year’s so-called ‘* Lawson 
bill," though it was supported this year 
by Mr. Lawson. That bill was a well- 
intended but not exactly enlightened at- 
tempt to remedy possible evils, but it 
made other evils inevitabie, and threat- 
ened to put the city at the mercy of a 
conspiracy of contractors. The Times 
criticised this attempt last year and was 
freely denounced as an advocate, ally, 
and tool of Tammany Hall. It is grat- 
ifying now to note the success of a real 
reform measure. which guards the city 
against extravagance and also permits 
the Dock Department to do thoroughly 
and, with adequate inspection work that 
could not properly or safely be left to 
contractors. The Pavey bill is one of the 
few that were passed of those prepared 
with great care and skill under the Com- 
mittee of Seventy. 

The other bill to which we have re- 
ferred is one that places the construction 
of sheds on the piers under the direction 
of the Dock Commissioners, instead of 
under the joint regulation of the Dock 
Commissioners and the Department of 
Buildings. The history of shed construc- 
tion under the former system, were there 
space to recount it in detail, would be 
found comic. Suffice it to say that with 
a view of preventing fires where they 
rarely occur and still more rarely spread, 
the erection of freight sheds was made so 
difficult and costly as to be an apprecia- 
ble tax on the trade of the city for which 
absolutely no appreciable benefit was 
secured. Although in eleven years there 
were only three fires on the piers where 
the loss exceeded $10,000, the lessees of 
the piers were compelled to expend more 
money than would have repaid all loss, 
and many times more than would have 
insured against loss, while the risks in- 
curred were practically confined to the 
lessees and their customers. As the pro- 
tection of freight in transit. chiefiy from 
the weather, is absolutely necessary in 
the business for which alone the piers are 
constructed the exaction could ‘not be 
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be relied on to impose all really essential 
conditions without unnecessarily burden- 
ing the trade of the city. 


STANDING ON ITS APEX. 

There may be no truth in the latest 
reports from Honolulu that the Republic 
of Hawaii is tottering to its fall, and 
that even Thurston is plotting to restore 
the monarchy with Kaiulani as Queen, 
but there is nothing improbable in the 
story. If the oligarchy which calls it- 
self a republic is not tottering, it is be- 
cause it has succeeded in propping itself 
up with all the bayonets on the islands, 
and depriving the people of the “ right 
to bear arms.”’ 

The stability of a republic depends 
upon its resting upon the ‘consent of 
the governed.” That makes it like a 
pyramid, with the broad and solid sup- 
port of the popular will as its foundation. 
The Dole oligarchy did not derive its 
powers from the consent of the governed, 
and has not been able to win that con- 
sent. It usurped its powers and con- 
structed a pyramid which stands on its 
apex. 

When these men, with Thurston at 
their head and Stevens at their back 
with the United States marines, over- 
threw the native monarchy of Hawaii 
in a night, they did not expect to have 
to govern the country. Setting up a re- 
public was no part of their scheme. They 
expected to hand the whole “ outfit’’ over 
to the United States, and then to get the 
offices, with all the power of that Nation 
to hold them in possession, while they 
proceeded to work the islands for all 
they were worth. 

The Harrison Administration ended too 
soon for them, and the honest men who 
succeeded to power in Washington re- 
fused to sanction their infamous project, 
and they were left with the stolen king- 
dom on their hands. It was simply un- 
governable on republican principles, and 
it was only a question of when Dole 
and his colleagues would have to be 
relieved of their impossible task. That 
of Sisyphus was pastime in comparison. 

They had either to have some friendly 
power take the burden off their hands, 
or else revert to the consent of the gov- 
erned as the source of all ‘ just powers.” 
That meant a restoration of the native 
monarchy, which is their easiest and 
safest way out, and, what they will re- 
gard as of less consequence, the only hon- 
orable way.

MEADE AND KERSHNER. 

No man has ever taken more pains to 
put himself in the wrong by constructing 
a parallel case to his own than the pep- 
pery Admiral Meade. So tremendous an 
enforcer of discipline as to his subor- 
dinates and so reckless a violator of dis- 
cipline as to his superiors the annals of 
maritime history or fiction do not chron- 
icle. 

It is no secret that Admiral Meade in- 
stigated the prosecution of Fleet Surgeon 
Kershner. The offense of Kershner was 
that he had complained in private let- 
ters of the tyranny and general out- 
rageousness of the Admiral, and that by 
his procurement his version of the case 
had found its way into the public prints. 
There is no doubt about the complaints, 
though there is some doubt about 
the procurement. The complaints have 
found their way upon the records of the 
court. It is clear that Dr. Kershner re- 
garded his superior officer with an acute 
loathing and that he expressed this senti- 
ment to his intimate friends. How far 
the Surgeon was guilty of a breach of 
discipline is the question that the naval 
court-martial has to consider. But, 
however far he may haye gone, it seems 
to be quite clear that his accuser and 
prosecutor went much further. Whether 
it was by Dr. Kershner’s ewn indiscre- 
tion or by the indiscretion of his friends 
that the facts in his case came to be 
published has not 


peared. But no such question arises re- 
garding Admiral Meade’s strictures upon 
his superiors. He confided them directly 
to the reporters, and hence is directly re- 
sponsible for the publication of them. 
There is another point worthy of con- 
sideration. The disrespectful language 
in which Admiral Meade was reported to 
have expressed himself about his supe- 
riors having been called to his attention 
by them, with a request that he ac- 
knowledge or deny the correctness of 
the report, he has declined to do either. 
Of course, this is a?virtual acknowledg- 
ment that he was -correctly reported. 
Now, the legal maxim that no man is 
bound to criminate himself is incontro- 
vertible, as a legal maxim, but it seems 
scarcely applicable to Admiral Meade’s 
situation. When a chicken thief is 
caught with his  neighbor’s pullets 
and is asked how he acquired them, 
he has a right to say that he is 
not bound to criminate himself. But 
he would not say so if he were able 
to give a satisfactory account of how 
they came into his possession. When 
an Admiral is cited to adopt or disown 
words attributed to him about his supe- 
riors, we do not expect him to take the 
chicken thief’s refuge. It may be impos- 
sible to prove without the Admiral’s ex- 
press acknowledgment what the Ad- 
miral does not deny, and he may go free 
of any official punishment. But he has 
already made it abundantly evident that 
the United States Navy will take no 
detriment from his approaching retire-

THE AILSA’S DEFEAT. 

The respective performances of the 
Ailsa and the Britannia have a particu- 
lar interest for us, of course, by reason 
of their bearing upon the coming races 
for the America’s Cup. The 
is about as good as the Valkyrie that 
was defeated by the Vigilant, and it has 
seemed that, in such conditions of 
weather as the cup races are likely to 
be sailed in, the Ailsa was considerably 
better. But there is no reason for sur- 
prise at her defeat by the Britannia 
yesterday in a breeze that brought her

a choppy sea. The new Scotch cutter 
is a departure from the British toward 
the American type.

Meanwhile the efforts 
of the designer of our cup defender 
seem to have been directed to making 
sure that she should overcome the supe- 
riority of the Valkyrie to the Vigilant 
in such conditions as those of the last 
contest between those yachts, when the 
Valkyrie would undoubtedly have won 
but for an accident. The new cup de- 
fender will have, it is reported, much 
less beam than the Vigilant, while the 
new challenger will have much more 
than the Valkyrie.

He was charged with 
embezzlement of judiciary documents, that 
is, abuse of Ministerial powers. He was 
also charged with libel, that is, with reading 
documents calumniating Crispi, Mme. Lina 
Crispi, and other persons. He insisted that 
his quality as an ex-State Minister pre- 
cluded the possibility of his trial by other 
courts than tne Senate. He argued that 
his reading of documents in the Chamber 
of Deputies made him amenable to the 
Chamber only, and that he could no be 
judged elsewhere except by consent of the 
Chamber. The Chamber was inclined to 
sustain him: it was dissolved. The Public 
Prosecutor, sustained by inferior courts, 
prosecuted Giolitti. The latter was in Ber- 
lin, and official journals said that he would 
not return to Rome. He said that if his 
return to Rome were expected he would not 
be prosecuted. He returned, and the high- 
est tribunal in Italy rendered a _ verdict 
‘‘ cassazione senza rinvio,” a perfect victory 
for Giolitti, a disastrous defeat for Crispi. 
What may Crispi do now? If he consent to 
recognize as Judges the representatives who 
are to be elected this month, he must re- 
new an era at the close of which people 
sighed with relief, an era of sad debates, 
scandalous disputes, and insulting person- 
alities, 


It is gratifying to notice that several 
members of the police force have just re- 
ceived, in the shape of medals: and certif- 
icates, public recognition and recompense 
for conduct that proved their courageous 
devotion to duty, both as officers and men.

CONFLICT WITH THE KING'S FATHER 


Japan's Invasion and the Conse- 


quent Accession to Power of a 


Progressive, Trust- 


worthy Party.

SEOUL, Corea, April 8.—For the last ten 
years Corea has been under the domination 
of China, Despite the royal affidavit itself, 
China has claimed suzerainty, and, while 
the outside world denied the claim, Corea 
submitted and was a vassal, or, rather, she 


was basely betrayed by a corrupt faction 
who sold their country for plunder. The 
death blow to this faction was struck by 
Japan when, in July, 1894, she took pos- 
session of the royal palace, and the Mins 
fled in terror. 

By their compact with China, the Mins 
enjoyed full sway for a decade. None called 
them to account. They deceived his Majes- 
ty and laughed at all efforts to restrain 
them from other quarters. They are now 
history, and that history is being ventilated 
by the present Ministry. 

The Min faction takes its name from a 
powerful and wealthy clan, containing many 
able but some unscrupulous men, To ap- 
preciate the part which they have played 
in the present Oriental drama, it is neces- 
Sary to go back to circumstances in con- 
nection with the progressive coup d’état of 
December, 1884, which are not generally 
known in the West, 

A few young nobles, after a tour of the 
world, returned to their native land, en- 
thusiastic for reform. A small party joined 
them in Seoul, and thus was organized 
what is known as the Corean Progressive 
Party. They enjoyed the favor of his 
Majesty, who has ever shown himself to be 
a liberal and enlightened sovereign, and 
this favor made up for what they lacked 
in numbers, 

The Corean Government’ was dominated 
by the Min party, which had been raised to 
eminence by the marriage of one of its 
daughters to the present monarch. The 
party came in conflict with. the. Prince 
Parent, father of his Majests. After his 
term as Regent he continued by his ability 
and character to be the controlling agent 
in State affairs, How much of misery and 
sorrow might have been avoided if he could 
have united with the Mins! 

Seoul became a hotbed of intrigue. As- 
Sassination was freely resorted to, and the 
Mins suffered sadly, especially in 1881, 
when an uprising among the _ soldiers 
brought death to a number’ of the chief 
members of their party, including the hon- 
ored father of her Malegty, The triumph 
of the ex-Regent was short-lived, for China 
stepped in and seized the old statesman, 
took him to China, restored the Mins to 
power, and placed a garrison in Seoul to 
maintain order. 

In 1884 the rapid rise to favor of the 
small progression party could not but be 
regarded by the Chinese faction with 
alarm. Their predominance seemed in dan- 
ger. Then came the ill-advised and fatal 
coup of the progressives, It was unsuccess- 
ful, and history writes it down as a riot. 
The progressives were driven into exile and 
their sympathizers mercilessly slaughtered. 

Restored to power, the native Chinese 
party entered upon a new lease of life, 
which has lasted nine years. They sur- 
rounded his Majesty with their owm friends 
and followers, and, favored by the Oriental 
seclusion in which the Corean monarchs 
dwell, they ruled the land in his name for 
their own advancement and glory, while 
leading his Majesty to believe that his 

ishes for the well being of his people 
were obeyed. 

There is much to be said on their side, 
undoubtedly. In their ambition they were 
simply Coreans. Any other faction would 
have done the same thing. Many of their 
methods, which, if followed in a Western 
land, would have landed them in gemmon, 
were justified from a native standpoint. 
But one thing that they did brought all the 
ruin to the land. They made merchandize 
of the powers of the Government, justice, 
and the rights of the people. 

The nominal head of the clan--Min Yeng 
Choun—was Director of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of Finance. His chief duty was to raise 
the State revenues. He had found the sale 
of his personal influence a profitable pne, 
and so he introduced that idea into the 
affairs of the Government. 

Instead of waiting for the taxes which 
the authorities had the right to levy, the 
Financial Director farmed them. If it was 
a Governor’s duty to see that his province 
yielded the State $60,000, the Director 
would auction off the appointment for, say, 
75,000, and the investor would go to his 
urisdiction clad with tremendous power to 
get back his money, and as much more as 
possible. By this system a neat little sum 
was turned into the treasury, and a de- 
bauched official let loose among the people. 

The success of this system was its curse. 
Competency in officials grew to be an un- 
known quantity. The one qualification was 
money. The one object in the provincial 
and prefectural administrations was to 
raise money. The people found that the 
purpose of the laws and powers which 
seemed to guard their rights was to drain 
their money ‘into official hands. 

The rich men were so fleeced. that it be- 
came dangerous to have more than enough 
to keep the wolf from the door. One Gov, 
ernor 4 famous as the “ pot Governor.’’ He 
used to invite his rich subjects one by one 
to dinner and describe to each one a certain 
solid silver pot which he had seen and want- 
ed very much. The hint was sufficient, and 
silver pots poured in on him until, it is 
said, he had several pony loads of them. 

Another Governor was requisitioned for a 
certain number of able-bodied soldiers to 
be stationed at the capital, and promptly se- 
lected 75 or 100 of the richest men in his 
province as recruits. They were informed 
that they could be released for a compensa- 
tion. They made such a scandal, however, 
that the financier was glad to flee to Seoul 
for his life. 

The Coreans are not hard to govern. Nat- 
urally, they are peaceful and law-abiding. 
The powers and prerogatives of the ruling 
classes were never a cause of dissatisfac- 
tion to the people, as long as the incum- 
bents in office were honorable. But abuse 
alienated, then exasperated, them. 

Corea has been in a chronic state of re- 
yolt since 1890. A traveler who made an 
extensive journey through North Corea 
in 1891 heard or met with local riots al- 
most daily. One day came the news of up- 
risings in eleven prefectures. What the 
Seou 
those years we can never know, but the 
suicidal policy under which the Mins ran 
affairs was kept in action. By the Fall of 
1898 their position was a desperate one, 
but they managed to evade the inevitable 
until 1894, when Japan and China concluded 
to take a hand in affairs. 

The Mins are now in exile or relegated 
to private life. The men who fled before 
them in 1884 are now in power. 

Pak Yeng Ho has been called back from 
Japan and made Minister of Home Affairs. 

So Kioam Pim, well known about Wash- 
ington, has been made Minister of Justice. 

. H. Youn; who spent some years in 
Vanderbilt University, has been made a 
Councillor of the Prime Ministry and Secre-

The Government has been reorganized and 
committed to ten Ministers of State, who 
are now grappling with the herculean task 
of bringing order out of chaos,

of the Zuyder Zee state that the water is 
so high that it has become necessary to 
close all of the sluices.

LONDON, May 17.—The People publishes 
a sensational statement by the Tichborne 
claimant, which is a virtual confession of 


his fraudulent attempts to obtain the Tich- 
borne estates and title. He admits that 
he is Arthur Orton, the son of a butcher 
of Wapping. The statement is accom- 
panied by a sworn affidavit by the claim- 
ant, attesting the truth of his confession. 


German Ministry Trouble Denied.

The Conference at Salt Lake Adopts 
a Name. 


DELEGATES ARE SENT TO MEMPHIS 


A Silver Conference Is Called to 


Meet Simultaneously with 


the Sound-Money Con- 
vention Next Month, 


SALT LAKE, Utah, May 17.—The silver 
conference to-day engaged in an animated 
debate over the name of the permanent 
organization. Many delegates favored 


“Honest Money Union ”’; still others, ‘ Sil- 
ver Union,’’ but Gov. Prince objected to 
confining the movement to one of the metals, 
stating that the West was as favorable to 
gold as to silver, and his motion to call 
the organization the ‘‘ Bimetallic Union ” 
was unanimously adopted. The following 
resolutions were adopted: 


1. That an organization be created, to be called 
the Bimetallie Union, 

2. Its object shall be to ineulcate the principles 
of bimetailism and the restoration of the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, by the 
circulation of documents, the holding of meetings, 
and other appropriate means. 

8. The union shall have an executive committee, 
consisting of one member from each of the eleven 
States and Territories, invited to this’ confer- 
ence, which shall have charge of its work. Three 
members shall constitute a quorum of this com- 
mittee, 

4. Other States and Territories can be connected 
with the Union by a vote of a majority of all 
the members of the Executive Committee, and 
shall thereafter be entitled to representation in 
the Executive Committee. 

5. In every State and Territory connected with 
the Union there shall be a State or Térritorial 
committee, consisting of five or more members, 
with power to fill vacancies and add to their 
number. These committees shall be appointed 
in the first place at this conference, 

(. It shall be the duty of the State or Ter- 
ritorial Committee to raise the necessary funds 
for carrying on the object of the Union, and in 


every proper way to aid in the furtherance of: 


those objects. 

7. The members of the Bxecutive Committee 
for each State or Territory shall be elected an- 
nually by the State or Territorial Committee. 

The Chairman appointed the following 
delegates to attend the Bimetallic League 
Convention to be held at Memphis begin- 
ning June 11 next: Ex-Gov. Bradford 
Prince of New-Mexico, F. E, Sargeant of 
Butte, Mon., ex-Gov. Alva Williams of Den- 
ver, C. M. Donladson of Oregon, and Henry 
W. Laugenur of California. 

The convention adjourned sine die this 
afternoon. An Executive Committee was 
chosen. R. C. Chambers was elected Presi- 
dent and E. B. Light Secretary. 

An address was issued, directed *‘ to the 
people of the United States,’’ in which the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 was demanded. It declared: 


The monetary system of this country was 
founded, not upon gold alone, not upon silver 
alone, but upon both silver and gold, at a certain 
relation to each other, with no limitation upon 
the coinage of either, and each standing upon 
an equal footing before the law. 

The system was founded by Hamilton, sanc- 
tioned by Washington and Jefferson, its wisdom 
and justice questioned by no one until the year 
1878. In thdt year, without notice to the people, 
the standard silver dollar was dropped from the 
coinage system of the country, and every debt 
therein existing, public and private, aggregat- 
ing thousands of millions of dollars, was made 
payable in gold alone, 

The address calls upon friends of bi- 
metallism to exercise their influence that 
Congress may establish free eoliage of sil- 
ver. 

THE AUDACITY OF 


SILVER MEN. 


Congressman McCleary Discusses Free 
Coinage in St. Paul. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 17.—John T. Mc- 
Cleary, Congressman from the Second Min- 
nesota District, discussing the silver ques- 
tion in a meeting held under the manage- 
ment of the Faculty of MacAlester College, 
said: 

None of the metals has any rights. Gold and 
silver are our servants. They must do as we 
order them If both are coined, both will circu- 
late as money. Gold and silver are merely com- 
modities, just as the farmer’s butter and eggs. 
My proposition rests upon a principle of human 
nature. We all remember reading in the Bible 
of the deal which Abraham made with Ephraim 
of 400 shekels. He did not speak of the worth 
of a shekel. He spoke of weight in shekels. 

The men who are behind this silver movement 
realize that, in order to make it successful, they 
must secure thé co-operation of the two great 
classes of citizens, viz.: The farmers and the 
workingmen. I marvel at the audacity of the 
man who will presume to tell honest American 
farmers that the price of a mineral from the 
Western mountains and.the price of the animal 
and vegetable productions of our broad prairies 
have anything in comomn, 

It seems to be the mission of free-silver advo- 
cates to make men discontented with their lot 
and suspicious of their fellow-man; to rob some 
men of their contentment and others of ..-eir 
good name, leaving both classes ‘* poor indeed.’’ 


Mr. McCleary’s audience was much im- 
pressed by his vigorous handling of the 
silver fallacies. 


A Debate at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May 17.—The debate on the 
silver question between Prof. J. Lawrence 
Laughlin of the University of Chicago and 
G. H. Haryey, author of ‘ Coin‘s Financial 
School,’ took place to-night at the Illinois 


Club. The assembly room was crowded. 
The audience was composed of merchants, 
bankers, and professional men. The word- 
ing of the question debated was: 

Resolved, That the United States should at 
once enter upon the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, independently of the action of 
any other nation. 

The speakers were limited to one hour for 
their main address, Mr. Harvey opening 
in the affirmative. He was also allowed 
thirty minutes to close, 

Mr. Harvey’s arguments were merely a 
repetition of those which he has advanced 
in his pamphlet. They were’ ably com- 
bated by Prof. Laughlin, who was accord- 
ed the earnest attention of the large au- 
dience. 


A Silwer Conference Called. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 17.—A call for a 
national conference of the friends of silver 
has been promulgated by the Central 
Bimetallic League of Tennessee. It 
says that the’ single gold | standard 


advocates have called a convention to 
meet here on the 28d. of this month, 
in an attempt to lead the South to 
support their policy, and the Central Bi- 
metallic League of Memphis, “ realizing the 
high importance of meeting their argu- 
ments, exposing their fallacies, and counter- 
acting their baneful influences,” requests 
the ‘friends of the silver and gold money 
of the Constitution ’’ to ormn nies in every 
State and county and to send delegates to a 
bimetallic convention, to be held at Mem- 
phis on the 12th and 13th of June next. 


Declares Against Free Coinage. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., May 17.—At a 
meeting of the Produce Exchange of this 
city, held to-day, the following resolution 
Was adopted unanimously: 

Whereas, Believing that the free and unlimited 
colnage of silver by this country alone will re- 
sult in disaster to the whole country, and es- 
pecially ‘to the South, we heartily indorse the 
movement inaugurated by the Memphis Cotton 
Exchange, and other representative bodies to- 
ward the propagation of sound financial ideas, 
and an interchange of opinion among Southern 
people on the currency question; 

Resolved, That this exchange appoint two del- 
egates to the convention to be held at Memphis, 
May 23, 1895, to discuss the question of sound 
and stable currency, and better banking facilities. 


Texas Bankers for Sound Money, 


GALVESTON, Texas, May 17.—The State 
Bankers’ Convention passed the following 
resolution against the free and unlimited

Resolved, Theat it is the deliberate conviction 
of this association that the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver is not advisab%. under present 
conditions.

BRITANNIA DEFEATS AILSA 
FIRST RACE OF THE ENGLISH SEA- 
SON SAILED IN A GOOD BREEZE. 


The Caress, Watson’s Forty-rater, De- 
feated the Isolde—Ailsa Housed 
Her Topmast. 


LONDON, May 17.—The English yachting 
season opened to-day with the regatta of 
the New Thames Yecht Club. The races 
were particularly interesting because the 
Britannia and Ailsa met for the first time 


in British waters, and the new 40-raters, 
Isolde, designed by Fife, and Caress, from 
the board of G. L. Watson, also took part. 
It was thought that the contest between 
these last named would give somewhat of a 
line on the new Valkyrie, because Watson 
has produced a smaller Vaikyrie in the 
Caress, and the Isolde is a replica of the 
big cutter Ailsa, 

The course over which the yachts sailed 
was from the Lower Hope buoy around the 
Mouse Lightship and back to Gravesend. 

The weather was cloudy and cold, and a 
strong northwest wind was blowing. The 
starters over this course were the Britan- 
nia, rated at 152; the Ailsa, rated at 168. 
The Ailsa allowed the Britannia 2 minutes 
11 seconds. The Isolde and Caress, 40- 
raters, the Ailsa allowing them 35 minutes 
15 seconds. The prizes in this race were 
£50 to the first, £25 to the second, and £10 
to the third, 

The race for 20-raters, first prize £20, was 
sailed over a course from Lower Hope 


around the West Oaze buoy, and back to 
Gravesend, forty-five miles. The starters 
were Lord Dunraven’s Audrey, Prince 
Batthyany-Strattman’s Stephanie, and F, 
B, Jameson’s Luna. 

The Ailsa crossed the starting line at 
11:36, the Britannia at 11:36:15. Both got 
off on the port tack, heeling over. 

The tide was about at the end of the 
ebb, and the boats were handled splendidly. 
It was noticeable before the start that the 
Ailsa appeared to be manoeuvred more 
skillfully than the Britannia, and gained 
the advantage in crossing the line. t the 
second gun the Ailsa was near the line, and 
crossed to the windward of the Britannia, 
keeping the lead, Both boats carried main- 
sail, foresail, jib, and jibtopsail. 

The Isolde and the Caress were only a 
short distance behind the principals in the 
start, the Isolde being to the windward. 
Everybody remarked that the two Fife 
boats kept together, both getting better 
positions than the Watson boats. When the 
boats got outside they encountered quite a 
rough sea. 

The yachts had a fair wind after the 
start, and kept on the same tack to Mouse 
Light. Just before reaching the Mouse the 
Ailsa housed her topmast, the breeze prov- 
ing too strong for her. She still kept her 
lead and rounded the Mouse at 1:22:50, the 
Britannia at 1:24:22, On the beat back the 
Britannia kept creeping up, and passed the 
Ailsa at Chapman Light. Thereafter she 
kept her lead. At Chapman Light the 
_Allsa carried away her jibsheet, but the 
accident did not affect her sailing. 

The time at the finish was: Britannia, 
3:47:50; Ailsa, 3:50:82. The Britannia, 
therefore, won wy 2 minutes and 42 seconds 
actual time, and by 4 minutes and 53 sec- 
onds, with her time allowance added. The 
Caress arrived at 4:27:03, and the Isolde 
finished at 4:29:02. Neither boat saved her 
time allowance. 

Every one agrees that the Ailsa did not 
do her best, and all are convinced that 
the recent alterations made upon her nave 
done her no good. Judgment is, there- 
fore, suspended, as the boat was not up to 
her recent form. The concensus of vpirion 
is that it was an excellent race, and that 
if the Ailsa could have carried her topmast 
she would probably have won,

LAWMAKERS FELL ‘SHORT 


The Legislature Far From Meeting 
the Purposes of Citizens. 


VIEWS OF ASSEMBLYMAN FP. D, PAVEY 


Republicans Responsible for the Mis- 
erable Failures—Some Influence 
at Work in the Senate 
that Swayed Results, 


Assemblyman Frank D, Pavey, in speak- 
ing of the session of the Legislature that 
closed Thursday, said yesterday: 

“The Legislature was not in its en- 
tirety a matter to be looked back upon with 
a@ great deal of pride. It had an oppor- 


tunity to make a record as a reform Legis- 
lature which it for some reason or other 
did not seem willing to accept. The failure 
on the part of the Legislature to do all 
that it should have done will be charged to 
the Republican Party, and it really should 
be, With such control of the Legislature 
as the party had, it is impossible to see 
how it can evade the responsibility for not 
passing all the necessary reform measures. 

“It had an opportunity to add such 
strength to the party that its influence 
would have been feit for a genération, It 
unquestionably stood pledged to a pro- 
gramme of municipal reform,, and was 
charged with the responsibility. of its ex- 
ecution. Every right-minded man who does 
not allow his ideas of party subserviency 
to cloud his views must recognize that the 
party failed in many respects to discharge 
the trust that the people reposed in it, and 
that the work of the Legislature has most 
signally fallen far short of all reasonable 
expectations. 

‘From a party point of view, there is 
only one excuse that can possibly be 
offered. The Senate must be held responsi- 
ble for the failure to accomplish the neces- 
sary. proper legislation. So far as the 
Assembly is concerned, the people of this 
city have not much to complain of, and 
they would have had less had the Senate 
shown the proper inclination to do its duty 
toward them. There was an influence at 
work in the Senate that did not reach the 
Assembly to any great extent, except to 
serve to paralyze somewhat the energies 
of those who were working energetically 
to pass reform measures. 

“What the influence was it would be 


difficult to state. It existed, but is almost 
indescribable. Whatever it was, it suc- 
ceeded in blocking much desirable legis- 
lation, and ultimately defeated it. Within 
and without the Republican Party the Sen- 
ate must be held responsible for the short- 
comings of the Legislature. It was elected 
before the reform issues that brought about 
the victory of 1804 were formulated or had 
been fully developed. 

‘* Prior to last Fall, the Senate had become 
subservient to personal influences and politi- 
cal combinations, which have well earned 
for it the title of ‘ The Slaughter-House of 
Reform.’ The Assembly was working against 
its influence all the time. In comparison 
with the Senate the Assembly has per- 
formed its duty well, and yet, a comparative 

erformance of duty with such a standard 
or comparison is not over-pleasing or satjs- 
factory. 

‘The able leadership of Ainsworth, Malby, 
O’Grady, and Nixon was directed toward 
good legislation. They certainly did well 
against the many adverse circumstances 
with which they had to contend. Speaker 
Fish earned the confidence and ®respect of 
the best elements of citizenship. Whatever 
individuals may think of his actions at 
times, New-York City most certainly can- 
not possibly find any good ground for com- 
plaining of the manner in which he treated 
the bills relating to its interests. It is too 
early to express an opinion on the work of 
the late session without being somewhat in- 
fluenced by the recent controversies, The 
course of the Senate was guided neither by 
public sentiment nor party honor, Personal 
influences and political combinations con- 
stantly dominated its actions, 

“The instanees in which the Assembly 
failed may be directly charged to the cer- 
tainty that no other or better measure 
would pass the Senate. It was often the 
case that the Assembly had to accept the 
best that it could get. In fact, this custom 
has often broken the force of superior rea- 
son and argument. 

“The sound legislation that the party 
passed at the late session shows that it is 
entitled to public confidence and respect 
upon one condition. A new Senate and As- 
sembly will be elected in November. Let the 
Republicans see that representatives who 
have failed in their maintenance of party 
pledges and performance of public duties 
are retired to private life. There is much 
work to be done within the party. It must 
be done to show to the people that the party 
can be trusted to discipline its members. 
If this be done and party discipline be 
effected, the people will not be slow to for- 
get past shortcomings, and will continue to 
trust the party. Men must be elected who 
will hold principle to be of more conse- 
quence than party necessity.” 

Stephen S. Blake, who was elected to the 
Assembly as a Tammany Democrat and 
was allowed to retain his seat until May 
6, when he was unseated in favor of his 
Republican opponent, yesterday said; 

“The Legislature fell far below the ex- 
ectations of the people, and yet it might 
ave been worse. There may have been 
bribery and excessive lobbying, but if there 
was, did not see or hear of it. They 
robbed me of my seat, but let me retain it 
as long as possible, before they paid an 
obligation by unseating me. All the mem- 
bers of the committee believed me entitled 
to the seat, but some power that they were 
not strong enough to oppose forced them 
to do as they did. I am simply thankful 
that they did not rob me until the last 
minute, as it is pleasant to be allowed to 
ossess your own as long as possible, even 
f you are to have it taken from you. I 
got five bills through, and feel pretty well 
satisfied.”’ 


DAMAGING TO THE HYAMS TWINS 


Svidence of Elevator Men and Phy- 
sicians Unshaken,. 


TORONTO, Ontario, May 17.-—At the 
Hyams trial to-day, Donald Craig and John 
Russell, elevator builders, testified that they 
considered it impossible for the elevator 
weight which killed Wells to have slipped 
off its hook by accident. 

Dr. John: Caven, who made the post- 


mortem examination of Wells’s body, pro- 
duced the skull and described the numerous 
fractures on it. He thought there must 
have been two applications of force—one 
from the front and one from the side. The 
latter must have been broadly distributed, 
and its results must have extended from the 
protuberance over the right ear forward to 
a point over the eye. He could not believe 
that the injuries had been produced by the 
tilting over of the weight on the head 
while both rested on the same level. 

Dr. Arthur J. Johnson and Dr. Richard- 
son, Professor of Anatomy at the Universi- 
ty of Toronto, who assisted at the post- 
mortem, corroborated Dr. Caven, who was 
in the box nearly five hours and subjected 
to a most rigid cross-examination by the 
defense, who failed to shake his main testi- 
mony in the slightest particular.

ITS RIGHT NOT EXCLUSIVE 


The Empire City Subway Company Cannot 
Collect Tolls on Street Railway 
Electric Wires. 


The claims of the Empire City Subway 
Company to the power of levying toll on 
all underground electric wires has been 
completely upset by a decision handed down 
yesterday by the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court. 

When the Broadway and Seventh Avenue 
Railroad Company and the Columbus and 
Ninth Avenye Railroad Company arranged 
some time ago to run electric signal wires 
through their cable trenches, the Empire 
Company came forward with a claim that 


any such wire would have to pass through 
its subways and submit to the tolls for 
rental. The Broadway officers declined to 
admit any such monopoly, and the Subway 
Company applied for an injunction in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers. he application 
was denied, and the decision handed down 
ny was on the Subway Company’s 
appeal. 

udge Follett, who writes the opinion of 
the court, says that, even conceding that 
the railroad companies have violated the 
subway statutes, and that the Commis- 
sioners of Electrical Control could main- 
tain an action against them, it would not 
constitute a cause of action against them 
by the Empire City Subway Company un- 
less some right of property of that company 
had been injured. The Judge says that it 
does not appear that the Subway Company 
has any exclusive franchise, and, apart 
from the question of authority, the Com- 
missioners did not grant or intend to grant 
the company any exclusive right to con- 
struct and operate subways, while these 
railroad companies were empowered to 
‘use a system of signals to the central 
house to stop the engines in case of acci- 
dent,”’ and for that purpose they were not 
bound to use the conduits of the Subway 
Company. 

“Tf,”’ says Judge Follett, ‘‘ the construc- 
tion of the subway statutes contended for 
by the plaintiff is to prevail, it would be 
impossible for a surface road to be operated 
on many of the streets by electricity, as 
authorized by Chapter 531 of the Laws of 
1889, unless its conductors were placed in 
the plaintiff's subways.”’

The Sabbath Observance Committee’s re- 
port, read by W. R. Worrell, of New-York, 
presented the following resolutions, which 
were adopted: 


Resolved, That this General Assembly hereby 
expresses its profound sense of the importance of 
inculcating Scriptural precepts in reference to the 
Sabbath in the home, in the Sunday school, and 
in all young people’s associations. 

Resolved, That we deprecate the growing ten- 
dency in many places to make the Lord’s Day a 
season of worldly entertainments, social visita- 
tions, and personal self-indulgence. We par- 
ticularly enjoin upon the members of our Church 
to see to it that they do nothing by example to 
cea the frightful desecration of the Lord’s 

ay. 

Resolved, That we heartily commend all Sun- 
day legislation designed to protect the Christian 
Sabbath as a day of rest and worship, and pledge 
ourselves to resist in every lawful way the effort 
to destroy its civil safeguards. 

Resolved, That we are deeply impressed with 
the responsibility of Christian ministers and 
Elders in proclaiming the truth concerning the 
holy Sabbath, and in faithfully admonishing any 
under their care who entertain unscriptural views 
or engage in practices inconsistent with the 
@acred duties of the day. 

Resolved, That the American Sabbath Union, a 
Christian, interdenominational, and national soci- 
ety, having for its single object the preservation of 
the American Sabbath, has our continued sym- 
pathy and hearty co-operation. We also express 
our cordial approval of the Woman’s National 
Sabbath Alliance, auxiliary to the American Sab- 
bath Union, and recommend this organization 
especially to Christian women in all our com- 
munities. 


The resolutions proposed by the Special 
Committee »n Seminary Control made the 
following recommendations, which were 
read by Chairman Young: 


1, That it 1s the sense of this Assembly that the 
Assembly of 1894 did not intend to prepare the 
way for any change in the tenyre or manage- 
ment of the property of seminaries, or to do 
anything which can affect the autonomy of the 
seminaries, and that the said recommendations 
were intended to have the meaning and effect 
as recited in this committee’s report. This As- 
sembly, in reaffirming the resolution of the As- 
sembly of 1894, does so with the avowed pur- 
pose of leaving the tenure and title to all prop- 
erty of the seminaries exactly where they are 
now, in the hands of the various Boards of 
Trustees, and with the further purpose of se- 
curing the yeto power to the assembly as an ef- 
fective force by charter provision and of safe- 
guarding, by charter declaration, the trusts held 
end to be held by Boards of Trustees, against 
perversion or misuse. 

2. That this General Assembly reaffirms the 
action of the Assembly of 1894, and in view of 
the progress made and the importance of the 
interests involved, declares that in its judgment 
the effort should be continued to secure the 

option, in substance, of the Assembly's plan 

y all the seminaries. 

8. That a@ committee be appointed to have 
further charge of this matter, and to make re- 
port to the next General Assembly. 

The committee further recommends the Assem- 
bly to reply to Princeton’s offer that, while re- 
specting the judgment of the boards, and not 
prepared to say that it is incorrect, the Assem- 
bly is of the opinion thet in order to put the 
fetter beyond all possible question, it would 

well for the boards to do what they ex- 
press their willingness to do, viz.: to endeavor 
to secure,such action as will insure to the Gen- 
eral Assembly the right to be represented in the 
courts, and to enforce its proper control over the 
seminary and its property. 


Dr. Cunningham read the report of the 
Special Committee on Lane Theological 
Seminary, Cincinnati. The suggestions of 
the committee to. the seminary ees are 
the enlargement and reorganization of the 
Faculty. The committee recommended that 
the Assembly continue its encou ement 
nnd fostering care of the Lane Board in its 
efforts to re-establish and reorganize the 
yeminary. The report was approved and 
the committee was continued, 

e following resolution was added to 


the report of the Sabbath Observance Gom- 
mittee: 


Resolved, That this General Assembly warns 
the ministers and members of the church against 
the evil and insidious influence of the Sunday 
newspapers, and urge them by word and action 
to do all they can to decrease their unwholesome

that at least one prayer meeting service be set 
apart during the year for the purpose of em- 
phasizing and exalting the importance of the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath day. 

Dr, Fox of Brooklyn read the usual report 
on church temporalities. His report was 
adopted and the committee continued. 

Dr. Hubbard of Auburn read the report 
on the Assembly Herald. His report showed 
a profit for the first year at a subscription 
price of 10 cents a year, of nearly $8,000. 

The opening hour of the afternoon session 
was devoted to the subject of ‘‘ Church 
Unity and Federation.” Joseph T. Smith of 
Baltimore, Chairman of the standing com- 
mittee on this subject, read a report. show- 
ing the status of the question. e asked to 
be retired from further connection with the 
committee, 

This is a committee appointed several 
years ago to open correspondence with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church with a view 
to the union of the two churches. The cor- 
respondence continued, with little result, 
until the Washington Gereral Assembly, 
when Bishop Coxe of Western New-York 
appeared and informed the committee that 
a union of the two churches on an Episco- 
pal basis was highly probable,as he thought 
the canons of the Episcopal Church could 
be amended by the House of Bishops so as 
to permit an exchange of pulpits between 
the two denominations. Much was made 
by the committee of Bishop Coxe’s prom- 
ises, but nothing came of them, and the 
last previous General Assembly ordered 
the committee to temporarily suspend its 
correspondence with the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church. 

Dr. Smith’s request for retirement was 
made on account of this unfriendly action 
of the General Assembly. His report sim- 
ply asked for a continuance of the commit- 
tee on the same line of work. A similar re- 
quest was made by the committee in regard 
to the negotiations for the federation of all 
the Presbyterian bodies in the world on the 
basis of a grand General Assembly, includ- 
ing representation from many independent 
General Assemblies. This branch of the 
report was read by Dr. R. N. Patterson of 
Philadelphia. No action was_taken. 

Chairman Young of the Committee on 
Seminary Control opened the debate in fa- 
vor of the committee’s report. He explained 
that the Assembly asked through the com- 
mittee simply to safeguard the teaching and 
the property of its own theological semi- 
naries. It did not ask for direct control, 
nor seek to interfere with any seminary’s 
autonomy. If heresy was taught, or if 
property was diverted to other than Pres- 
byterian uses, the Church wanted power to 
interfere. He gave it as an open secret 
that a rich Pittsburger who had made his 
will to divide his wealth between his chil- 
dren and Allegheny Seminary had changed 
the will after Allegheny had rejected the 
overtures of the committee. 

Dr. Howard Johnson of Chicago opposed 
the report. He charged the committee with 
misrepresentation of the responses of the 
seminaries to their overtures. He offset 
Dr. Young’s incident of the changed will by 
stating that another Pittsburger had given 
25,000 to Allegheny because of its rejec- 
ion of the committee’s plan. 

Elder Yereance of New-York. called Dr. 
Johnson to account for this statement, 
showing that the donation of $25,000 to 
Allegheny had been made a year ago, and 
that the donor had died before the action 
at Allegheny was taken. 

Dr. W. W. McKinnie of Philadelphia fol- 
lowed, favoring the report. 

The discussion will be resumed at 9:30 
o’clock to-morrow. Elder E. E. White of 
Columbus, Ohio, is managing the attack 
upon the report. He represents Lane Semi- 
nary. Auburn Seminary will have speakers 
ready to-morrow to oppose the report.

MAYOR STRONG OBJECTS 


Would Not Enlarge the Powers of 
the Chief of Police. 


NO INCREASED PAY FOR BRIDGEMEN 


Mayor Schieren Puts His Veto upor 
the Wieman Bill—Eighty Bills 
Now Await the Action 
of Mayors, 


ALBANY, May 17.—Mayor Strong to-day 
returned to the Clerk of the Assembly, un- 
der date of May 16, his disapproval of As- 
semblyman Ainsworth’s bill increasing the 
powers of the Chief of Police of New-York 
City and making him responsible for the 
discipline of the department. The Mayor, 
in his letter, says: 


The present law, formally constituting the 
Boz.-d of Police the head of the Police Department, 
ana holding that board responsible for the condi- 
tion and administration of that department, 
commits it to the power of disciplining the mem- 
bers of the police force by dismissal, fine, sus- 
pension, or reprimand of its delinquents. Among 
the members of that force, and subordinate to 
the Police Board, is the Chief of Police. 

This bill so amends the Consolidation act as 
to deprive the responsible head of the Police 
Department of this salutary power, and de- 
livers it, without reserve, into the hands of its 
subordinate, the Chief of Police. No appeal to 
the Board of Police is provided for, and the 
Chief of Police’s judgment is in every case final. 
He calls what court he pleases, as many courts 
as he pleases, may accuse whom he pleases, 
suppress what accusations he pleases, dismiss 
whom he pleases, review or totally reject every 
sentence or dismissal recommended to him by 
a court, of his creation, and, if any court dis- 
pleases him, he may instantly dissolve it, and 
create another court more amenable to his per- 
sonal wish, 

The bare statement of this enormous lodgment 
of power is its sufficient condemnation. In the 
hands of an unfit man it could hardly fail, even 
with the most jealous scrutiny the law permits, 
to become sooner or later the tool of his corruption 
or caprice; moreover, it prevents the fundamental 
maxim of executive management that power and 
responsibillty should go hand in hand. In the 
wielding of the disciplinary instrument, which 
determines the morale of the force, it gives the 
subordinate unchecked and unlimited power, 
and yet practically irresponsible, and the re- 
sponsible head virtually powerless. Such a re- 
versal of the well-proved rule of administrative 
efficiency would, in my _ opinion, inevitably 
tend to aggravate the evils existing in the police 
force, and be a serious, perhaps fatal, obstacle to 
needed reforms. 

The analogy to courts-martial, by which it has 
been somewhat sought to justify this change, 
is fallacious. The strong esprit de corps of an 
efficient military body, and the tribunal of éu- 
perior moral and intellectual calibre, both. pecu- 
liarly essential to a successful] system of courts- 
martial, cannot, it is fair to say, under existing 
circumstances, be readily found among the ma- 
terial made available by this bill; no matter what 
regeneration the future may develop. 


The -bill was sent to the Mayor May 
2, and he had fifteen days in which to 
consider it. 


Mayor Schieren of Brooklyn to-day re- 
turned to the Clerk of the Senate his dis- 


approval of Senator Owens’s bill providing 
that all the Provisions of law relating to 
the grades of the Brooklyn policemen and 
to the advancement of patrolmen from 
grade to grade shall ilkewise be deemed 
applicable to bridge keepers. 


The bill provides also that the annual pay or 
compensation of members of the police force who 
are patrolmen or bridge keepers shall be as fol- 
lows, namely: For patrolmen and bridge keep- 
ers of thé first grade at the rate of. $1,200 per 
annum each, for patrolmen and bridge keepers 
of the second grade at the rate of $900 per an- 
num each, for patrolmen and bridge keepers of 
the third grade at the rate of $800 per annum 
each. Members of the police force who are door- 
men, and who shall have served three years or 
upward on said force as such doormen, shall be 
members of the first grade. Members of the 
police force who are doormen and who shall have 
served less than three years shall be members 
of the second grade. The annual pay or com- 
pensation of members of the police force who are 
doormen shall be as follows, namely: For door- 
men of the first grade at the rate of $1,000 per 
annum each, for doormen of the second grade at 
the rate of $950 per annum each. 


In his letter of disapproval the Mayor 
says: 

The reason for my disapproval of the bill in 
question is the same as was stated by me in my 
communication dated May 7, 1895, addressed 
to the Legislature of the State of New-York ac- 
companying the non-acceptance of the like bill 
affecting the grade and pay of firemen in the 
City of Brooklyn. In substance that reason 
is that the liimitation imposed by the charter 
of the City of Brooklyn upon the amount that 
the Board of Estimate is authorized to provide 
in the budget for city and county purposes, will 
not this year permit of any increase of the salar- 
ies of the police or fire force of the city. I am 
satisfied that it will be very difficult, as it is 
for the Board of Estimate, to comply with this 
requirement of law, and the situation absolutely 
forbids any increase of salaries this year. 

Mayor Schieren alen returned his disap- 
proval of Senator Owens’s bill amending 
Section 60 of Chapter 1, of Title 6 of the 
Court of Criminal Procedure of the State 
of New-York, reJating to the jurisdiction of 
the Special Sessions in Brooklyn. There 
was some doubt of the bill coming under 
the head of a city bill, so it was sent to 
the Governor. 

There are about eighty bills which have 
passed the Legislature that are now in 
the hands of the Mayors of the various 
cities of the State. There will be about 
400 bills for the Governor to consider within 
the thirty-day limit. Last year there were 
519. The list of bills will be printed, the 
Governor’s private secretary expects, by 
next Tuesday or Wednesday. Mr. Lincoln, 
the Governor’s legal adviser, is at his home 
in Little Valley, Cattaraugus County, where 
he will spend Sunday. 

The Governor does net expect to act on 
any bills before next Wednesday. 

Mr. Lincoln is considering the question as 
to whether or not the Governor has a right 
to sign or veto any bill returned by a Mayor 
disapproved after the Legislature adjourned. 
Some time ago the Senate had a discussion 
over the powers of a Mayor under the new 
Constitution. It was quite generally held 
that the veto of a Mayor of a city bill killed 
it, unless it was repasseu, and that in this 
respect the Mayor was the Governor's 
equal, so far as legislation is concerned. 
The lawyers of the Senate also agreed that 
after adjournment a bill vetoed by a Mayor 
was necessarily dead, as there would be no 
Legislature to repass it. 

dward Lauterbach, Chairman of the 
Republican County Committee in New-York, 
has coreruly reegi and considered the Con- 
stitution and does not interpret it in this 
way. He says that the two sections refer- 
ring. to the matter are evidently intended 
to treat of separate powers. One provides 
for the return of a bill by the Mayor to 
the House where it originated. The other 
relates to its return to the Governor for his 
action. He holds that the Governor may 
approve a bill in spite of a Mayor’s veto, 
if ft comes to him after the Legislature has 
adjourned. 


PAY FOR THE PARK POLICE. 


The Mayor Not in Favor of the In- 
crease—Action on Other Bills. 


Mayor Strong decided yesterday to refuse 
to accept on behalf of the city the bill in- 
creasing the salaries of Park policemen. He 
was opposed to the bill because it provided 
for mandatory legislation. 

Some weeks ago the Mayor sent a letter 
to the Chairman of the Cities Committee of 
the Assembly protesting against mandatory 
legislation compelling the expenditure of 
money. He subsequently indicated that 
he did not intend to include the application 
of the employes of the Fire Department for 
an increase of salary in his remarks. 

There was no opposition at the hearing on 
the bill increasing the salaries of the Park 
police. All those who spoke were in favor 
of it. But it was not expected that the 


Mayor would decide in favor of the bill, in 
view of his remarks about mandatory meas- 
ures. 

The Mayor yesterday sent tq the Secre- 
tary of State a request for a s°RY of the 
law separating the Charities and Correction 
Department into two departments, one hayv- 
ing three Commissioners of Charities and 
the other one Commissioner of Correction.

The Mayor has declined to accept the bill 
relative to the approaches to the Third Ave- 
nue Bridge. Assemblyman Reinhard -called 
on him yesterday in reference to the mat- 
ter and asked him to approve it, but the 
Mayor did not share in his view. 

The Mayor gave a public hearing yester- 
day on the bill, which has passed both 
branches of the Legislature, providing for 
the laying out of a bicycle track on the line 
of the Croton Aqueduct.

Pedestrians would be excluded from 
usin, the path, and, to sum up, the 
speakers thought that it was an objection- 
able measure that should not receive the 
Mayor’s signature.

Official Announcement of the Commis- 
sioners—Derths for Small Crait. 


The new Dock Board, which ts much 
given to special meetings, met yesterday.

Vernon H. Brown of the Cunard Line ap- 
peared yesterday, accompanied by his coun- 
sel, Mr. Lord of Lord, Day & Lord.

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A WATER WAR AT A 


Firemen Drive Away a Street-Clean- 
ing Department Tugboat. 


MEANWHILE A WHARF BURNS BRISKLY 


A Dumping-Place Damaged to the 
Extent of $5,000—The Tugboat 
Held Out Until Threatened 
by the Havemeyer. 


There was 2 sort of an opera pouffe battle 
early yesterday morning between a contin- 
gent of the Fire Department and the saucy 
crew of a tugboat at the dumping wharf 


of the Street-Cleaning Department, at the 
foot of East Forfy-sixth Street. 

The weapons used were croton water and 
tart language on one side, and equally bad 
language and dirty river water on the 
other side. 

Not one of the combatants was injured, 
fut when the tugboat men withdrew from 
the conflict they were thoroughly drenched, 
and the water was pouring out of the tug- 
boat’s lee scuppers. 

While the conflict was going on, fire was 
raging fiercely on the wharf and threaten- 
ing the destruction of the surrounding prop- 
erty. Had the wind been, blowing from the 
river, instead of from off shore, a destruct- 
{ve conflagration would have resulted. 

The wharf is owned by the city, and ex- 
tends far out into the river. It was COv- 
ered with heavy planking, laid so close as 
to be almost water-tight. Under this floor- 
ing was a second floor of light planks which 
formed the camping ground for a colony of 
** wharf rats,” as they are called. This 
colony is made up of Italian ragpickers, 
who are employed to sort over the refuse 
dumped on the scows and to pick out the 
rags, bottles, pieces of old carpets, tomato 
cans, and whatever else can be made avail- 
abbe for sale or barter. Here these Ital- 
jahs live, sleep, and cook. They are up 
betimes in the morning, and, after cooking 
their breakfast, they are prepared to go 
about their work. THe cooking utensils used 
by them are primitive, consisting generally 
of milk cans, set upon a number of bricks. 
There were about thirty Italians, who 
were sheltered under this wharf, and to 
cook breakfast for them a number of fires 


were lighted. It was doubtless from one 
of these unattended fires that the planking 
of the floor took fire.. The Italians lost 
their heads when they discovered the fire, 
and made frantic but unavailing efforts to 
put it out. 

The flames spread so rapidly that the 
Italians ran screaming out of their nests. 
Their cries attracted the attention of the 
butchers and other employes of Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger’s slaughter house, which 
adjoins the wharf, and. they attempted 
with lines of hose to check the flames, but 
khey were driven away. 

The fire had been burning nearly fifteen 
minutes before any one thought of sum- 
moning the Fire Department. . When En- 
gine Company No. 21 turned out of its 
quarters, in Fortieth Street, near Third 
Avenue, the firemen could see the fire 
from their building. Capt. Eagan imme- 
diately sent out a second alarm, which 
brought much-needed reinforcements. 

Meanwhile, the news of the fire had been 
telephoned to the stables of the Street- 
Cleaning Department, at Seventeenth Street 
and Avenue D. The tugboat Restless, 
owned by Capt. Brayton and hired by the 
Street-Cleaning Department to tow refuse- 
Jaden scows to sea, had just come in from 
a trip, and Superintendent Meade sent her 
up to the burning dump to protect the de- 
partment’s property. The tugboat made 
such good time up the river that it arrived 
at the wharf long before the fireboat Have- 
meyer reached. the spot. The Restless ran 
into the slip to the south of the burning 
wharf, and soon had a line of hose out and 
her fire pumps at work. 

It was when the Havemeyer hove in 
sight that the trouble began. The fireboat 
wanted to get in where the Restless was, 

t Capt. Gus Nielson of the tugboat re- 

sed to budge. He thought he had a bet- 
er right to the position than the belated 
fireboat. Fire Chief Welsh ordered him 
away, but he would not go. Chief Benja- 
min Gicquel shouted at the tug and threat- 
ened ‘‘to punch the. Captain’s head,’’ but 
this had no effect upon the plucky Captain 
of the little tugboat. He still stuck to his 
coveted position. The tooting of the big 
fireboat’s whistle did not scare him, nor 
did the shouting of the firemen move him. 

Then the water battle began. The fire- 
men turnéd their hose upon the tugboat 
end drenched her crew, who were manag- 
ing the hose. Michael Marran, who was at 
the uozzie, turned the tugboat’s stream on 
the firemen, retaliating in kind. The power- 
ful streams from the fireboat swept the 
deck of the little tugboat, but still Capt. 
Nielson kept her nose against the burning 
pier and barred the Havemeyer out. 

Finally Deputy Fire Chief Rielly, who 
had taken command, appealed to Dump In- 
spector McKenna, who ordered the Rest- 
less away. Rielly had threatened to train 
the big fireboat’s pipes on the tugboat, 
twhich would have swamped her, and Capt. 
Nielson, deeming discretion the better part 
of valor, withdrew. 

As the Restless was sheering off, the fire- 
men gave her a parting salute which raked 
tthe deck of the little craft fore and aft and 
drenched everything on board. . 

The fire was not extinguished until. the 
fireboat New-Yorker had been summoned 
from the Battery by special call. The wharf 
was badly wrecked, and the damage will 
g@mount to probably $5,000. 

Capt. Nielson of the Restless, in relating 
is experience yesterday, said: 

“We had just got‘in’from sea when we 
‘were sent- up to the fire’to protect the de- 

rtment’s property. We got there long 

fore the fireboats, but the land engines 
‘were there and at work. We went to work 
under the direction of the firemen, and it 
was all right until: the Havemeyer came 
wlong, and then her officers wanted me to get 
out. I would not go, and the language 
those firemen used was just awful. One 
big man shouted that he would punch my 
head, and I asked him to.come aboard and 
do it, but he didn’t come... He staid on the 
shore and shouted and. shook his fist and 
used bad language. Then the firemen 
turned their hose on us, and tried to swamp 
us, but they did not get much benefit from 
that. They played Croton water on us and 
we played river water on them. They did 
mot get much the best of us, anyhow. If 
the firemen say that we pumped hot water 
on them they are not telling the truth, un- 
less the river water is hot, and I don’t 
think it is.’’” 

Capt. John J. Eagan of Engine Com- 
pany No. 21, told the. other side of the 
story. He said: > 

“Those fellows on the tugboat were a 
pretty tough lot. They must have been 
—— by the way they. acted. They were 

oing no good where .they were. Their 
atream was not much. bigger than that 
thrown by a garden hose.. They. would not 
get out to make room for..the Havemeyer, 
and turned their hose.on us when they 
were ordered away. They kept playing on 
us, and for a long time we couldn’t tell 
where the water was coming from. The 
stream struck me in the back of the neck 
and nearly knocked me.overboard. When 
we saw they would not stop drenching us, 
the hose was turned on them. They swore 
fearfully when they were compelied to back 
ut, and the boys gave them a parting sa- 
te. That was only natural.

Andrew Hl. Green the President--The Ques- 
tion of a Site for the Garden to 
be Carefully Weighed. 


The Board of Managers of the Zoological 
Society met yesterday, at 214 Broadway, for 
the first election of officers. 

Andrew H. Green was elected President, 
Charles E. Whitehead and J. Hampden 
Robb, Vice Presidents; L. V. F. Randolph, 
Treasurer; Madison Grant, Secretary, and 
George B. Grinnell, Corresponding Sec- 
retary. 

The Executive Committee will consist of 
the President of the society and the fol- 
lowing members: Charles E. Whitehead, E. 
H. Litchfield, John L. Cadawalder, Hugh N. 
Camp, C. Grant La Farge, Henry F. Os- 
born, and Alexander Hadden. 

The members of the Finance Committee 
chosen were Theodore A. Havemeyer, 
Charles R. Flint, H. H. Cook, William H. 
Webb, and John H. Starin. They were at 
once intrusted with the task of formulating 
plans for raising funds. 

The Auxiliary Committee consists of C. 
H. Peabody, Jr., .Robert L. Niles, and 
Henry E. Howland. 

An important special committee of six, 


to consist of the President, the Vice Presi- 
dents, and three members appointed by the 
President, was then determined upon to 
consider the question of a site for the 
garden and of preparing a general plan of 
action in furtherance of the object in view. 

The Executive Committee was ordered 
to secure offices for future meetings and 
for a temporary headquarters. 

Under the by-laws already adopted the 
society will consist of patrons, life mem- 
bers, corresponding members, honorary 
members, and ordinary members. A grant of 
$1,000 of real or personal property consti- 
tutes the qualification for a patron. A 
single payment of $200 is the qualification 
for a life member. 

Corresponding members will be chosen 
from those who communicate valuable in- 
formation to the society from abroad. Their 
number 4s not limited. Honorary members 
not exceeding three in any one year may 
be selected from persons. who have ren- 
dered marked service to the science of 
zoology. 

Ordinary members will pay a subscription 
of $10 a year, and will be entitled to free 
admission to the garden on pay days, asd 
to a certain number of free tickets for their 
friends, as well as copies of the proceed- 
ings of the society, and free admission to 
all lectures. 

Andrew H. Green said yesterday that the 
work of selecting a site woul be con- 
ducted with great deliberation, and would 
be considered carefully with reference to 
facility of access by the great bulk of 
the population of New-York City. As _ yet 
he was unable to say what sites would be 
open to choice by the committee. The 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund had 
power to grant the use of any portion of 
the public parks north of One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth Street. 


SECURITY MARKET STRONG 


Prices Advanced While London Was Taking 
Profits—The Advances in Cot- 
ton and Coffee. 


The course of the security market yes- 
terday was remarkable in its manifesta- 
tion of strength, regardless of foreign op- 
erations. Prices advanced, while London 
was taking profits. A rush of orders from 
other European capitals followed, but home 
buyers had already assumed control of the 
market, and were proving their confidence 
in the situation and their ability to han- 
dle it. 

It is not often that inves®ors enjoy thespec- 
tacle now presented, in which grain, cotton, 


and coffee move with stocks. The advances 
in cotton and coffee seem merely to re- 
fiect good feeling. They have induced free 
buying in ‘those markets, and general grati- 
fication. Cotton advanced yesterday near- 
ly 1-5 cent per pound on sales of 213,400 
balés. Coffee made nearly as large an ad- 
vance, sales reaching 12,200 bags. 

In grain, while the return of business 
prosperity has had effect, natural condi- 
tions have been most influential. Damage 
to home crops seems to have been light. 
They promise abundant harvests. This 
would serve to steady or to lower prices 
were it not that a shortage is certain in 
crops abroad. American farmers may count 
on demand for all the grain they can raise. 
Wheat has advanced 13 cents per bushel 
since February and corn 10 cents. Yester- 
day’s improvement in price was 1%@1% 
cents, on sales of 19,755,000 bushels. 

July options closed at 73% cents per bush- 
el, and September options at 74% cents. 
Flour has taken a fresh upward turn. The 
City: Mills were advanced yesterday 25 
cents per barrel, to $4.70 for patents and 
$3.90 for clears. Pilsbury’s best was quoted 
at $4.60 per barrel. 


CoOL. WARING WRITES TO GOV, MORTON 


He Says There Was No Cause for the 
Legislature’s Censure of Him. 


Street-Cleaning Commissioner Waring sent 


the following letter yesterday to the Gov- 
ernor: 


New-York, May 17, 1895. 

Excellency Levi P. Morton, Governor, Al- 
bany, N. Y.: 

Sir: I see by the public press that the As- 
sembly has passed a resolution of censure upon 
the Commissioner of Street Cleaning of the City 
of New-York for his disregard of the reasonable 
request made for information of a public char- 
acter. 

As the Assembly has adjourned, I beg to make 
acknowledgment of this resolution directly to the 
Governor.

The fact is that on the 8th day of May, 1895, 
I received from Mr. A. E. Baxter, Clerk of the 
Assembly, a copy of a resolution asking certain 
information from me; that I immediately made 
arrangements for a reply, and that under date 
of May 9, 1895, I replied, answering in full every 
query. I inclose copies of the resolutions and the 
letter.

The resolution and the letter referred to 
have already been published. This resolu- 
tion called for a statement of the number 
of vehicles seized in the streets, the cost of 
seizing them, and the prices collected. The 
letter states that up to May 9 there were 
2,805 vehicles seized, the prices collected 
were $9,614.29, and the estimated cost of 
the seizure was $4,821.21. The money col- 
lected was turned over to the City Cham- 
berlain.

York®City and by Mayor Schieren of Brook- 
lyn. It will undoubtedly be signed by the 
Governor, 


The bill provides that the Mayor of the City 
of New-York shall immediately appoint three per- 
sons, and the Mayor of the City of Brooklyn 
three persons, who, with the Mayors of the two 
cities, shall constitute a commission for the pur- 
pose of constructing a permanent suspension 
bridge over the East River between the cities 
of New-York and Brooklyn. The Commissioners 
shall appoint one of their number other than 
the Mayors to be President thereof, and. one 
to be Secretary, and one to be Treasurer, and 
may employ counsel and appoint such subordi- 
nates and clerks as may be necessary, and may 
fix their compensation. 

Upon the appointment of the Commissioners, 
they shall proceed, as soon as possible, to pre- 
pare a plain for a permanent suspension bridge 
to be constructed over the East River from, at, or 
near the foot of Broadway in Brooklyn to, at, or 
near the foot of Grand Street, New-York City. 
After due consideration, they shall adopt such 
plan as to them may seem the best adapted to 
carry out the purposes authorized by this act. 

Upon the adoption of the plan the Commis- 
sioners shall proceed to construct said bridge, the 
approaches, and all the appurtenances thereto in 
accordance therewith, and for that purpose the 
Commissioners are authorized to enter into con- 
tracts, to employ engineers, surveyors, and all 
other necessary subordinates, to purchase, re- 
ceive, hold, and use such real estate or inter- 
est therein as may be necessary and convenient 
to accomplish the object authorized by this act, 
ond they may, by their surveyors, engineers, or 
officers, enter upon such real estate, sites, and 
locations, and take possession of the same in the 
joint names of the City of New-York and the City 
of Brooklyn. No lands used for ferry purposes 
shall be taken. 

The cost of constructing the bridge and the ap- 
proaches and appurtenances thereto, including all 
expenses of the Commissioners and their counsel, 
salaries of engineers, surveyors, and other sub- 
ordinates, and compensation of the Commission- 
ers, and the expenses of any and all condemna- 
tion proceedings, shall be borne in equal shares 
by the City of New-York and by the City of 
Brooklyn, and in order to meet the same the 
proper officers of each of said cities are directed 
to issue bonds. 

The Commissioners, except the Mayors, shall 
receive for their services $3,000 per annum each. 

When the bridge shall be completed, it shall 
become a public highway for the purpose of 
rendering travel between the Citles of New-York 
and Brooklyn safe and certain at all times, gnd 
the care, management, and control thereof shall 
be vested in the Trustees of the New-York and 
Brooklyn Bridge, who shall possess, in relation 
thereto, like powers as are vested in them in re- 
lation, to the said New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge. The income of the bridge, after paying 
for maintenance, shall be paid monthly, in equal 
‘portions, to the Sinking Fund Commissioners of 
the City of New-York and the City of Brooklyn, 
respectively, to be by them applied toward the 
payment of the interest and principal of fe 
bonds issued under the provisions of this act. 

If any corporation shall possess a valid char- 
ter, with authority to construct a bridge such 
as is contemplated by the provisions of this 
act, said Commissioners may, if they so deter- 
mine, with the express consent of the Mayors 
and Controllers of the respective cities, purchase 
said charter and all the rights. and powers 
granted thereby from the corporation so holding 
the same, so far as the same relates to the 
bridge authorized by this act, at a price to be 
mutually agreed upon, and thereby to take or 
extinguish any existing right of such corporation 
to operate any railroad across said bridge. But 
nothing in this act contained shall prevent said 
Commissioners, in their discretion, from con- 
tracting with any corporation to operate a 
railroad across said bridge, if said Commissioners 
shall determine it to be in the public ~interest, 
and any such corporation is hereby authorized 
to sell the same at such a price as its Directors 
may, vy a vote of a majority of them, asseni 
to,.and upon such purchasé said cities shall be 
vested with all the rights, powers, and priy- 
ileges of said corporation. In case the said Com. 
missioners cannot agree with any such corpora- 
tion as to the price at which said charter and 
the rights and powers granted thereby, including 
the right to operate any railroad across said 
bridge, shall be purchased, the said Commission- 
ers are hereby authorized to acquire the said 
charter and rights and powers by condemna- 
tion proceedings. 


Under Section 5, the Commissioners may 
purchase the charter of the Uhlman East 
River Bridge Company, which was grant- 
ed by the Legislature a few years ago, 
when it was contemplated to construct an- 
other bridge over the East River in order 
that the elevated roads of New-York and 
Brooklyn might be connected and a through 


elevated service between the two cities be 
established. .

ENGINE AND TRUCK IN COLLISION 


Both Are Demolished and the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Blocked. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 17.—There was a 
collision on the Pennsylvania Railroad this 
morning between the Philadelphia accom- 
modation train and a three-ton four-horse 
truck, owned by H. A. Jaeger, a truckman, 
of 142 Mulberry Street, which caused the 
destruction of the truck and locomotive. 

The truck was in charge of Charles 
Snable, who was on his way to the power 
house of the Consolidated Traction Com- 
pany, with six tons of iron. ‘As Snable 
attempted to drive over Myer’s Crossing, 
the train came. along. The truck would 
have cleared the crossing before the train 
arrived had it not been for the breaking 
through the planking of one of the wheels. 
The truck was stalled when the train hove 
in sight around a curve. Before the engine 
could be stopped, it crashed into the truck. 

The collision broke the harness, which 
liberated the horses. Snable jumped just in 
time to save his life. The truck was 
wrecked and the iron scattered along the 
crossing. The crash demolished the pilot 
of the engine, the cylinders weve crushed, 
and the steam chest battered out of shape. 


The road was blocked three hours before it 
was opened for travel.

Chancellor Emory Reserves It—Allega- 
tions of the Complainants, 


NEWARK, N. J., May 17.—Another at- 
tempt was made .to-day by the New-York 
Phonograph Company to restrain the North 
American Phonograph Company from sell- 
ing phonographs in New-York ‘State below 
the market value: The’ action ‘was before 
Chancellor’ Emory on a rule .granted by 
Chancellor McGill in Jersey City recently 
compelling Receiver John B. Hardin, for 
the latter concern, to.show cause why he 
should not be restrained. Mr. Hardin called 
the attention of the court to various agree- 
ments that have been entered into between 
phonograph eompanies, and declared that 
the plaintiffs are trying to collect royalties 
from this, *“‘ Thé North American Estate,” 
on a contract which. they, ‘‘ The New-York 
Fnencgrepe Company,’ had themselves vio- 
lated. The New-York company, he said, 
received $8,963.47 as 10 per cent. royalty on 
about $90,000 worth of business done by the 
North American Company from July, 1893, 
to August, 18094. These statements were 
contradicted by Richard Haines of the 
New-York company. Decision was _ re- 
served. 


Postal Telegraph Lot Re-leased. 


The rector, Churchwardens, and Vestry- 
men of Trinity Church have leased to John 
W. Mackay the property on the northwest 
corner of Broadway and Murray Street, 


on which is situated the Postal Telegraph 
Building, for a term of twenty years, at 
an annual rental of $52,500. 

Mr. Mackay was given a lease by the 
Trinity Church Corporation of the above 
land in 1892, for a period of three years, in 
which it was specified that he should cause 
a building to be erected, and, having erected 
the same, the term was extended for 
twenty years.

WHY CONEY’S FIRE WAS BIG 


Tosers Say Because Commissioner Wurster 
Did Not Proyide Protection — He 
Pleads Lack of Appropriation. 


Losers by Coney Island’s big fire on 
Thursday were loud in their denunciation 
of Fire Commissioner Wurster yesterday, 
and said that, if the pronYises made prior 
to annexation had been carried out, the 
fire would not have caused such great 
damage. 

The lack o¥ a fire patrol at the island, it 
is said, has time and again been comment- 
ed upon, and it was due to this fact that 
the fire gained such headway. 

It is said that some of the persons who 
lost considerable by the fire intend to sue 
the City of Brooklyn, as was stated in 
yesterday’s New-York Times, for the 
amount of their: loss, on the ground that 
the city had failed to afford the residents 
proper protection. 

Lawyer Eldridge yesterday said that he 
had. been retained to begin suit against the 
city, and he held that there was no doubt 
that the city could. be held responsible for 


the loss, for the owners of the places de- 
stroyed had paid taxes or license fees, and 
were entitled to protection. . 

Ex-Justice Finnerty, John Fredericks, 
Robert J. Sutherland, George C. Tilyou, and 
many others also looked at the matter in 
the same way. 

Mr. Fredericks said he had called upon 
Commissioner Wurster in November, and 
pleaded for fire protection at Coney Island, 
but no good came of:it, and Mr. Wurster 
is said to have remarked that all would 
be right after Jan. 1. Others, Mr. Freder- 
icks said, had gone to Commissioner Wur- 
ster, and had pleaded for protection. 

In response to the criticisms made upon 
him in failing to furnish proper protection 
in case of fire, Commissioner Wurster yes- 
terday said: 

‘‘In 1894 I furnished an estimate to the 
Board of Estimate to establish a paid Fire 
Department in the new wards; but, owing 
to the constitutional limit of 2 per cent. 
having been reached, the board was unable 
to grant my request. I could do nothing 
until January, 1895, when I had the money 
I had saved from the appropriation of 1894 
transferred to the account of 1895—about 
$200,000. As soon as that was done, I had 
plans made for a number of new engine 
houses in the new wards, one of which is 
being erected on Fifteenth Street, in Graves- 
end. It is now nearing completion, and will 
be finished by September or October. We 
are having the two old’ engine houses at 
Sheepshead Bay and Fifth Street altered 
and put in shape for use. We have given 
out contracts also for three double houses 
in Flatbush and four in New-Utrecht. They 
will be completed by September, and wiil 
cost, with appliances, $200,000, all of which 
[ saved from the 184 appropriation. 

“I have given the Volunteer Fire De- 
partment in Gravesend all the assistance in 
my power. It has been supplied with 
horses to drag its engines, hose, &c.; also a 
man to take care of the electrical appli- 
ances, and one to look after the engine 
houses and horses. 

“If the Board of Estimate in 1894 could 
have appropriated the money I asked for, 
the paid department would have been in 
charge to-day. I was always afraid of just 
such a fire.as occurred yesterday in Coney 
Island, and Gravesend was the first of the 
new wards to receive my attention. I do not 
think that any one in the old City of 
Brooklyn could done more under the cir- 
cumstances than has been done.’”’

MANY POLICEMEN RETIRED | 


President Roosevelt to Hasten the 


Trials of Accused Men. 


TO MAKE PROMOTIONS ON PROBATION 


Applications ‘by Capt. Creeden and 


Others for Pensions Referred 


—Capt. Schmittberger May 
Escape Trial. 


The meeting of the Police Board yester- 
day was a busy one. Capt. Thomas Reilly 
of the East Fifty-first Street Police Std- 
tion and several Roundsmen and patrolmen 


were retired on pensions, and resolutions 


providing for the appointment of Rounds- 
men and Cptains on probation were adopted. 

Capt. Reilly, who will receive a. pension 
of $1,375 a year, became a policeman on 
Aug. 24, 1866, a Roundsman on June 29, 
1871, a Sergeant on May 9, 1872, and a Cap- 
tain on June 14, 1887. He was in command 
of the Tenderloin Precinct for several years. 

The other members of the force retired 
were: 
Sergents—William 
and Thomas Farley 
$1,000, a 
Detective Sergt. Silas W. Rogers of the Detective 
Bureau. 

Patrolmen William Walsh, Patrick: Sullivan, 
James Smith, Philip Smith, Thomas H. Reid, 
George Nicholson, Dennis McMahon, John Mc- 
Cabe, Henry Armstrong, Jacob Brtmner, William 
Cahill, Charles O’ Dooley, James De Bow, Thomas 
Fay, Michael Geary, Edward Gillespie, William 
Goodwin, Edward Brady, and James Hunter. 

Detective James C. Montgomery of the Detect- 
ive Bureau. 

Doorman Thomas C. Lawrence. 

The retired Sergeants will receive pen- 
sions of $1,000 a year each, and the patrol- 
men $700 each. Detectice Montgomery will 
receive $700 and Doorman, Lawrence $500 a 
year. The retired men have been twenty 
years or more on the force. 

The applications for retirement of Capt. 
Creeden and Detective Sergts. Kush and 
Crowley were referred to the Pension Com- 
mittee for further report. 

The application of Sergt. John J. Taylor 
of the Steamboat Squad, for retirement, was 
denied, as charges were made against him 
before the Lexow Committee, and he may 
be put on trial shortly. 

Inspector Conlin made a report relative 
to the charges made by Attorney John C. 
Coleman of the West End Protective 
League against Capt. Gallagher of the 
West Sixty-eighth Street Station. Lawyer 
Coleman esserted that there were saloons 
open on Sundays in Gallagher’s precinct 
and that the Captain’s attention had fre- 
quently been called to the violation of law. 
The Inspector reported that Capt. Gallagher 
had always performed “Wis. duty properly 
and made all possible efforts to have the 
law observed. The Inspector also set forth 
that the Captain has ail along been willing 
to co-operate with members of the West 
End Protective League in the enforcement 
of the law. 

“We want no whitewash of this matter,”’ 
said President Roosevelt. “This should 
be further investigated.” 

Commissioner Andrews said that several 
gentlemen had called upon him and com- 
plained of neglect of duty on Capt. Gal- 
lagher’s part. It was decided to refer the 
complaint against Capt. Gallagher to the 
Committee on Rules and Discipline for a 
full investigation. 

Col. Grant introduced the following 
solution: 

Resolved, That all members of the police force 
who may be selected by the Board of Police for 
promotion . (except those to be promoted’ to the 
rank of Roundsman) shall be promoted to serve 
on probation for a term of six months. If during 
such period of probation any such officer prove 
himself by his conduct and efficiency equal to the 
requirements of the position, to which he’ has 
been promoted, then he shall be confirmed in his 
new rank. If, on the contrary, the said officer 
shall be found during this period of probation 
to be, from any cause whatever, not thoroughly 
qualified for the position to which he has been 
elevated, then it shall be the duty of the Board 


of Police to remand him to the rank from which 
he was promoted on probation, 


During this period of probation, said 
Col. Grant, the Board of Police can make 
careful inquiry as to whether any officer 
has paid, or promised tc pay, any money 
or other valuable consideration for recom- 
mendations or influence in gaining his pro- 
motion, or whether there may have been 
any reasons brought to bear, except merit 
and fitness for the position. If such a con- 
dition of affairs be found to exist, it 
is then in the power of the Police Commis- 
sioners to reduce the officer who is on pro- 
bation to the grade from which he has 
sought advancement. 

“As Roundsmen hold a rank which in mili- 
tary life is known as that of ‘ non-commis- 
sioned officers,’ and from which they can 
be reduced to the grade of patrolmen at the 
pleasure of the Board of Police,’’ Col. Grant 
said, ‘‘I would recommend the adoption of 
the following: 


** Resolved, That the Captains of the recincts be 
directed to recommend from time to time any 
patrolman whom they have found to be espe- 
cially efficient and deserving; that the Board 
of Police shall then have the Chief of Police in- 
vestigate thoroughly the character and qualifica- 
tions of the patrolman then recommended, and 
report the result of his investigations to the 
board; that these recommendations and reports 
shall be placed on file, to be considered by the 
Board of Police in the selecting and appointing 
of Roundsmen.’’ 


Col. Grant said that this method would 
prevent the success of any plans of collu- 
sion or improper conduct in bringing about 
the promotion of an undeserving and incom- 
petent man. 

Commissioner Andrews thought that the 
resolution would in some respects conflict 
with the law under which the Chief of 
Police is empowered to recommend all pro- 
motions and to make details. 

“We certainly have the power to desig- 
nate,. say, a certain Sergeant, to act as 
Captain for six months,’ said Commis- 
sioner Parker. ‘‘If the Chief had abso- 
lute power, in the literal sense of the mean- 
ing of the word ‘ detail,’ he could detail a 
patrolman to act as Inspector. The sense 
of this resolution is that before promoting 
permanently any member of the force above 
the rank of patrolman, we want to be satis- 
fied that he is a capable officer and fit to 
perform the duties of the position to which 
he is to be promoted. We will amend the 
resolution so that it will not conflict with 
the Chief’s powers.” 

The board adopted the resolutions after 
directing certain verbal changes to be 
made, so as not to conflict with the law. 

President Roosevelt called attention to the 
fact that Rule 449 of the Police Manual 
was systematically violated by members of 
the force. This rule requires patrolmen 
when called off their post to make a report 
in writing at the station house. Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt said that none of the offi- 
eers who have been on trial before him for 
being absent from post complied with the 
rule in question. 

It was decided to have Commissioner 
Grant draw up a resolution calling the at- 
tention of all members of the force to the 
fact that the rule in question has been 
systematically violated and that from now 
on all rules will have to be strictly en- 
forced. 

Clerk Kipp presented to the board a list 
of policemen under charges growing out of 
the Lexow investigation who have not 
been brought to trial.

Commissioner Parker called the attention 
of his colleagues tc the resolution of the 
board requiring all members of the force 
to resign from political clubs, if they be- 
longed to any. The resolution adopted by 
the Commissioners at their last meeting di- 
rected the commanders of precincts to re- 
port by June 1 whether any of their men 
were members of any clubs or associations.

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STRAWBERRIES NOT GOOD 


Price Low, but the Quality Is Below 
the Usual Average. 


BAD WEATHER IS HELD ACCOUNTABLB 


What the Dealers Say of the Crop 
Now Coming from the South- 
ern Market—New-Jersey 


Fruit Promising. 


While retail dealers were asking 18, 2Q 
and 25 cents a quart fcr somewhat inferior 
Strawberries yesteraay, wholesale dealers, 
the men who handle the fruit by the thou- 
sands of crates, were glad to get 6 cents @ 
quart for berries of fair to medium quality; 
while extra fancy fruit retailed at from 30 


to 40 cents a quart, they received only 15 
cents a quart. 


, 
When the cost of picking and handling 


the fruit is taken into consideration, to- 
gether with the freight from Southern 
points and the middleman’s commission, it 
can be seen that at 6 cents a quart, whole 
sale, the profit to the grower is of infinites- 
imal proportions. 

What is the reason strawberries are soe 
sour, poor in quality, and lacking in color 
this season? This is a question that has 
been asked during the last few days from 
one end of Manhattan Island to the other 
and throughout the length and breadth of 


the City of Brooklyn. It has also concerned 
the suburban districts. 


It was with the endeavor of obtaining a 
satisfactory answer to this appetizing ques- 
ticn that a reporter for The New-York 
Times instituted inquiries among the larg- 


est wholesale dealers in strawberries in the 
United States. ‘To h's question but one re- 
ply was vouchsafed, and that was that the 
strawberry crop was much below its usual 
quality by reason of the cold, rainy weather 
that has prevailed throughout the straw- 
berry-growing districts the last few weeks. 
Few, if amy, good berries can be found in 
the market, the Southern crops being ex- 
traordinarily inferior in quality as come 
pared with past years. No really good ber- 
ries are expected in the New-York market 
until the Jersey crop makes its appearance. 
The Jersey berries are said to be fully up to 
the standard, both as to quality and size. 

The first man interwWewed yesterday by 
the reporter for The New-York Times was 
George Nix of John Nix & Co., Commission 
merchants, at 281 Washington Street, a 
house that deals very largely in strawber- 
ries during the continuance of the crop. 
Mr. Nix said: 

“The principal reason is the cold, wet, 
unfavorable weather. Strawberries are 
now coming from different points—Charles- 
ton, S. C.; various points in North Caro- 
lina; Norfolk and Portsmouth, Va., and 
from Maryland. They are selling at whole- 
sale from 8 to 10 cents a quart, and at re- 
tail ought not to be more than 2 cents in 
advance of those figures. 

“There is no doubt that the crop is 
much inferior to what it is in usual years. 
The quantity seems to be as great as ever, 
but the quality is so poor that prices have 
naturally declined, and for this state of 
affairs only one reason can be advanced— 
the cold, wet, and unfavorable weather. 

*“* Prices are comparatively low, and cer- 
tainly reasonable when the fact is taken 
into consideration that it costs 2 cents a 
quart to pick the berries. When the cost 
of handling and freightage to the New-York 
market is taken into consideration, the 
margin of profit for the grower, at prevail- 
ing prices, is small. 

““Maryland strawberries have just begun 
to appear in this market, and next week 
probably will be received here in large 
quantities. After the Marylands we shall 
get lower Jerseys, then Staten Island, Long 
Island, and Hudson berries up to Oswego. 
The season ends anywhere between July 4 
and 10. 

“The failure of the Hifnois crop. will 
not affect. the New-York market. The 
Illinois berries never reach this market, un- 
less their market is. glutted and there is a 
possibility of their getting. as much for 
the friut here as they could obtain in Chi- 
cago.”’ 

George Allison of the firm of George Alli- 
son & Co., Reade Street, corner of Wash- 
ington, said: 

“The cold, rainy weather is responsible 
for the present condition of the market. 
The North Carolina berries are sour and 
poor. There are plenty of berries in the 
market, but they are not right. I never 
saw them so poor as they are this year. 

‘*Strawberries now coming from North 
Carolina and Virginia are of poor quality 
and there is only half a crop. M land 
and Delaware berries, I suppose, tik set 
in strong next week. 

‘“*Prices are low, berries selling to-day 
all the way from 7 cents to 12 cants a 
quart. That is low for this time of year. 
at the same period last year, we were 
getting from 20 to 30 cents a quart. The 
poor quality is respcnsible for: the low 
prices. Of a thousand crates of strawber- 
ries I received to-day, over the Old Do- 
minion Line, not more than 300 crates 
could be classed as good berries.” 

John N. Voorhees of 179 Reade Street, 
another large wholesale dealer, said: 

“Cold weather is the cause of the de- 
moralization of the strawberry market. The 
crop has been quite heavy, but the quality 
is inferior. An average crop has been re- 
ceived trom Norfol«, va., wut it Ras oO: t 
of inferior quality; the same may be said 
of North Caroiina. i don’t think we snuil 
get any really good strawberries until @e 
get the Jerseys. The reports from NewWe 
Jersey are very good, and the INULCALLQuS 
are that there is a splendid crop. The 
wholeszle price to-day has averaged frem 
6 to 15 cents a quart.’”’

The Grangers Strong After the Dec- 


laration of Burlington's Usual 
Dividend—The Crop Out- 


look Satisfactory.

For nearly two hours to-day the stock 


market was irregular, but the announce- 


ment of the regular quarterly dividend on 


Burlington stock seemed to be the signal 
for a revival of the upward movement. 
From noon until the close of business the 
course of prices was steadily upward and 
the final prices were not only the best of 
the day, but ir. many instances the highest 
recorded on the present advance. London 
Gid business on both sides of the market 
up to 12 o’clock, but probably bought a few 
thousand shares more than it sold. There 
Was no other explanation of the foreign 
selling than that speculators were taking 
“profits. While arbitage houses here were 
selling stocks there was particularly good 
buying of Americans in London for the 
Continental account. 

The grain and cotton markets were nota- 
bly strong in the face of reports of crop 
damage. Officials of the leading Western 
roads are unanimous in saying that there 
has been no serious damage to corn or 
wheat, but that garden truck and fruit 
have been damaged somewhat. Officers of 
the Chicago and Northwestern report that 
the situation in their territory is unusually 
promising this year, the cool weather and 
ample moisture assuring the most favorable 
conditions possible for wheat. They add 
that business is improving steadily in that 


section. The Granger stocks were heavy 
during the morning, but later on recovered 
all their decline, and closed at advances of 
% in St. Paul, 4 in Rock Island, % in 
Northwestern, and % in Burlington. The 
improved confidence in American invest- 
ments was further reflected to-day in the 
announcement of the sale of $3,200,000 5 
per cent. bonds of the Iowa Division of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy.
